HE Wiſdom and Power of God are manifeſi to all Rational 
Creatures, from a Contemplation of bis wonderful Works in 
the Creation of this World: He hath formed every Beaſt of 
the Field, Bird of the Air, and Fiſh of the Waters: He 
hath alſo formed every Tree and Plant; every creeping Inſe&# 
was made by Him. All that the Earth, Air, or Waters produce were 
created by God's Power. Now Man being the only rational Being in this 
World, it feemeth plain by natural Light, that the Dominion of all 
Creatures was given to him by God; therefore, fince Man's Obligation 10 
God is greater than that of any other Creature, his Acts of Humiliation, 
Adoration and Gratitude ought to be in ſome degree proportionable to the 


| Favour and Benefits he hath received. Among ft the many Adds of Gra- 


titude we- owe to God, it may be accounted one, to ſtudy and contemplate 
the Per fections and Beauties of his Works of Creation. Every new Di/- 
covery muſt neceſſarily nuiſe in us a freſh Senſe of the Greatneſs, Wiſdom 
and Power of Cod: He hath ſo order d Things that almoſt every Part of

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the Creation is for our Benefit, either to the Support of our Being, the 


77 of our Seiſſes, or . the agreeable Exerciſe of the rational Faculty. 


IF there are ſome few poiſonous Animals and Plants fatal to Man, tbeſe 
may ſerve to heighten the contrary Bleſſings ; fiuce we could have no Idea 
of. Benefits, were we inſenſible of their Contraries; and ſeeing God has given 
us Reaſon by which we are able to chooſe the Good and avoid the Evil, we 
Suffer very litle from the malignant Parts of the Creation. . 
Go hath given to brutal Animals a certain Law whereby to povern 
themſelves, which is called an Inſtinct, it being an inward implanted Ten- 
dency to particular Aclions, from which they cannot flray. This Inſtinct or 
inward Force appears to be flronger in Brutes than in the human Species, 
and ſupplies to them the defett of Reaſon. Man hath an Inſtintt alſo, but 
much weaker than that in other Animals, but to make up that Want God 
hath given him a. glimmering of that goons Light, called Reaſon. 
Now as Mah uns deſen Lord of this lower World, and the Poſſeſſion 
bf every Part tlereof uus given to him, the Inſtinct of Brutes would ant 
have been ſufficient, nor would Reaſon itſelf have been enough without ſome 
inward Appetites ; for without Inſtinit his Generation would probably 
have ſoon been at an end; and we ſhould have neglected the Support of 
our individual Bodigs, bad we only Reaſon, and not Hunger to tell us, 
*hat- Eating was neteſſary to Life. = « 
Reaſon is our dlirector, when we change our Country from one ex- 
treme Climate to another : The Ruſſian ho inclo/ed in cloſe Houſes firmly 
ſecur d againſt the penetration of the cold Air, and inwardly heated with 
Stoves, when he travels into Perha and India, is directed by the ſame 
Reaſon to ſleep in the open Air, and on the Tops of Houſes, and 10 uſz 
Machines to agitate and bring. freſb Air about: him; and on the contrary 
the Ethiopian, ho bis Lodging be im the open Plains aud Deſerts, and 
he without any Glothing, yet when he is brought to Europe, be is glad 10 
ſereen himſelf in warm Houſes, . and warm himſelf by Fires, and cover 
* himſelf with thick Clothing. Reaſon giveth Man this Pre-eminence over 
brute Beaſts; by it he can make almoſt all Parts of the World habitable 
40 him by Arts and Inventions to fereen himſelf from the great Heats in 
fame Parts, and defend himſelf from the piercing Dolds in other. Parts of 
abe World. No brute Animal can thus indifferently inhabit any Part of 


the 
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the World, becauſe their ines Laws are wnchangeable, and actommo- 
dated only to uch Chmates as Nature has placed hem in; ſo that I be- 
lieve there is no Creature, whoſe Race is ſpread in all habitable Parts of 
1 the World, as is that 0 F the human S pectes. Each Animal ſeems io have 
A his appointed Climate, J of 1 i be be removed to one far aifferent, 
A his Generation ceaſeth or loſethb Is fir ft Properties; whereas fuch Creatures 
as continue where Nature placed them, vary hardly 1 from the 
Species from which they op preſerving the ſame ne Form 
and Colours throughout all Ages; for it ſeemeth as if God had ſet par- 
NY ticular marks of Diſtinfion on each Species from which they cannot ' 
4 ray. * 
1 8. ; I this Reaſon I found the agreement between each different Generith | 
tion of Animal and Plant, which always continues to bear the Form and Like- 
neſs of thoſe in which they werg firſt incleſed. Indeed ſome domeſtick Animals 
and Plants differ in ſome ſort from their firſt Parents, whichwere ſavage. 
J take theſe Differences not to be very material, and to proceed from the 
unnatural Food, Habitation, and other Circumſtances that may alter the 
Plant or Abvimal in Magnitude or Colour; which is not material, ſeeing ” 
theſe Things fo made domeſtick, if turned again to their native Habitations 
in a Generation or two caſt off thoſe Accidents attain'd by unnatural Situ- 
[ ations, and recover their firſt Forms and Colours Panped on them in the 
1 fr Creation of the whole & hecies. 
1 Many who have wrote in former Times on Mature, ſuppoſe that all. 1 
Things which were at firſt created by God on this Globe, have been ever 
fence, by his Providence, continued through an implanted ſeminal Power 
down to theſe Times, and will continue as long as the Earth endureth; 
et ſome great MWaturaliſts in theſe Days are quite of a different Opinion, 
and their Reaſons for theſe Opinions are founded on the great Variety of 
foffil SubRances found daily in many Parts of the World, reſembling 
1 Animals and Paris of Animals nom in being, as well as Animggs and Parts 
b of Animals not to be met with by the moſt laborious Searches of the Curions. 
'Y From the general face of Things we may ſafely concluds there have 
been great Revolutions on the Face of this Earth, which in many Places 
ſeem to have been cauſed by a great Quantity of Water prevailing, aii 
paſſmg very ſwiftly over its Surface, breaking up its lower Parts, ard 


rearing 
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rearimę them into Mowritains, and carryitg other Parts which have lain 
high into the Sea; ſo that in many Places we find buried in high Moun-. 


tains far Inland, Subſtances which received « of fir ft Formation in the 
Sea, aud in ſome low Grounds deep buried near the Sea, we find many 
Things that received their firſt Herms ingghe Mountains. It is probable 
ſome of theſe great Revolutions might be wide ſpread at once, at utterly 
to extingui i ſome Animals that were in God's original Creation of this 
JLorld. | | 
Tf we confider the beautiful Parts of Mature, fo far as they tharm 
the Sight by the ſire and variety of Colours, and the fineneſs of the 
Texture of Parts, I think many will agree, that the fine Things produced 
agnay charm the Eye, as much as the moſt ſtudied and harmonious Com- 
poſitiums in Muſick can charm the Ear. But it is common to ſay, that 
People who have no delight in Muſick, hayg no Ear : And I think, we 
may as juſtly ſay of thoſe who are no ways moved to Admiration, when 
the Beauties of Nature preſent themſelves, that they want Eyes. Whether 
or not Mature defign'd the beautiful Forms and Colourings we perceive in 
ſeveral kinds of Inſects and other Animals, as things to delight and pleaſe 
the Senſe of thoſe Animals and others of the brute Creation: Or Bhether 
they were defign'd principally for the Delight and Contemplation of Man 
the Lord of this lower World, is a Rueſtion. A Reaſon in my Opinion, 
why Inſefts are not ſenſible of their own Beauty, is the Form of their Eyes, 
which let in the Light through a kind of Vet-work, which muſt diſcover 
the Objects in a confuſed mannen; or if we ſuppoſe each little part a 
aiftinf? Eye, they are ſo ſmall that an Object muſt almoſt touch them, 
be dliſtincily perceived in its Parts, and the Quantity taken in at once 
fa. ſmall, that the intire Form of one Inſect can hardly appear plain to 
another ; theſe Eyes may indeed ſerve them to diſtinguiſh opake Bodies from 
the clear Air they fly in, and when they approach very near to pick out 
ſmall Partigfes lying on Leaves and Fruits which ſupply moſt Inſects with 
Ha. 


Mo ſeeing the Eyes | of Man ſeem ta, be more adapted than thoſe of 


InſeFts to receive the various Forms and Colours of natural Tings, 1 am

« an Opportunity of knowing on eaſter Terms what can be ſaid on that

Tt X ets neceſſary that every Age ſhould labour to diſcover ſome- 
thing, and not fit down content with the Diſcoveries FA our Forefathers, 
| windles away, a 

decays daily; for ſuch is the nature of Time, that it obſcures or deflroys 
the Knowledge of paſt Ages by the many waſteful Events which happen 
in a long courſe of Years, ſuch as Fire, Rapine, Inundations, Loſs of 
the Liber ties of Countries, and many other Things. But more than all 
theſe, the change of Languages affects our Knowledge ; for no Language 


continues the ſame for many Centuries : Inſcriptions indeed have continued

Some 7 houſands of Years, but when the Languages are dead in which they 


are wrote, the Senſe of them by Apes becomes darker and darker, till at 
laſt they are utterly obſcure, as we find the moſt antient are, witneſs the 
Monuments of the antient Egyptians, the Ruins of Perſepolis, and other 
mighty Ruins in many Parts of the World: So that we ſee we cannot 
depend on the Knowledge of the Antients as a perpetual Fund; we muſt, 
as Times go, gather what we can from them, and add to it as much as 
we can of our own, that we may keep up the Stock we have by adding 


Something in the room 4 what muſt inevitably be loſt ; for if we fit down

eady Kubin, which is a Knowledge we are ſure 


is decreaſing every Day, we in a few Ages may know nothing, and be 


reduced to à flate equal to the wild Americans, fince we know that Europe 
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igſelf hath been well nigh reduced to ſuch a State a few Centuries ago by 
falling into a ſuperſtitious Lethargy, neglecting all farther Improve- 
ments of Knowledge, and dgſpiſing Reaſon, Nature and the evidence of 
Senſe. -.- - 

Every one ought to attain to as high a degree of natural Knowledge as 
he can, for à deep Knowledge in Mature bas detected many falſe Pre- 
tenders to Inſpiration, Propheſy, and the like, while the Ignorant in 
Mature and her Laws have been deluded by the meaneft and loweſt 
Pretenders, ſuch as diabolical Paſſeſſions, fantaſtical Apparitions, Dreams, 
good and bad, Omens, and the like. * : 

As Arts have been brought by gradual Steps from one degree of Per- 
faction to another, by joining the Knowledge of paſt Times left us in the 
Writings of thoſe that are gone before, with the Diſcoveries and Experience 
of the preſent Times; ſo even the knowledge of Nature itſelf hath been 


multiply d by the various degrees of Conception, and different Powers of 


Penetration that have been given by God through paſt Ages to Mankind, 
which have been handed down through the Records of Time to us. Without 
this Knowledge of other Men joined to. our own, our Knowledge would be 
like that.of ſavage People who live together in ſmall Tribes or Families, 
and. have nothing but. meer mother Wit and pure natural Capacity, 
chiefly derived from the Senſes, to direct them, they not knowing what any 
of their Anceſtors ſaid or thought before them for want of Characters to 
expreſs Words; ſo that each Man's Knowledge is his own, or has little 
Aſſiſtance from others: I do not mean that while we are ſearching into 
Wature's Works, we ſhould neglect the curious Arts and Inventions 7 
Men; for by being well skill' d in Arts we are enabled the better to make 
Diſcoveries in Nature. Beſides, a fine Art loſs may never be recover d, 
but Mature, tho at preſent unknown by ſearching, may at one time or 
ather be found, becauſe ſhe always endureth and continueth the ſame. Art 
and Mature, like two Sifters, - ſhould always walk hand in hand, that ſo 
they may reciprocally aid and aſſiſt each other. | 

He who goes into foreign Parts, in order to improve himſelf in natural 
Knowledge or other Sciences, ſhould firſt acquire all that may be learned 
in his own Country, left be al. expoſe himſelf, as many have done, by 
going abroad, telling us at their return many ſuch things as were 7 
| n0Wn, 
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for all Travellers into foreign Parts, to take notice of wh 
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known, or might have been eafily diſcovered in Our own Country. To 
produce an Inſtance of this, let any one knowing in Birds turn over 
Cornelius le Bruyn's Travels into Muſcovy, Perſia, &c. there he will 


find deſcribed the Spoon- bill, call'd in the Ruſſian Language Oulpetſe, 


Vol. 1. P. 91. of the Engliſh Tranſſation. The Bald Coot, call d in the 
Perſian, Paes-jelek, Vol. 1. P. 182. The Pelican, call d AMibe Ruſſians, 
Babbe or Water-Carrier, Vol. 2. P. 167. MNow theſe Birds being all 
very well deſcribed by natural Hiſtorians, they need no farther Deſcrip- 
tions ; but he did not mean to give us things before deſcribed, but, through 


Ignorance in that particular Part of natural Hiſtory, ſuppoſed theſe 


Birds altogether unknown, fince he has not given them their common 
European Mames; it is ſurpriving be ſhould not nom the Spoon-bill, 
becauſe thoſe who have deſcribed it make it a Native of Holland, and 
tell the Place where it builds and breeds. It is ſtill more frange he 


ſhould go to Iſpahan 70 figure and deſcribe the Bald Coot, which abounds 


in every Canal and Dike round about the Hague the Place of his Birth: 
7. 7 a fond Inclination to diſcover the Rarities of foreign Countries, * 
before a Perſon has attained the Knowledge of what is to be known in 
his native Country: which is to begin where one ſbould end; ſo that all 
People who go abroad on any Diſcoveries ſhould be aualfied as above- 
mentioned, but more nee er. all ſhould inform themſelves, as far as 
may be, at home, in thoſe things they expreſly go to make farther Di/- 
coveries of. For want of ſuch Qualifications, and through diſhoneſt 
Principles, Vice and Indolence, many who have been ſent abroad at the 
Expence of others, have in no ſort anſwered the Eupectations of F thoſ# 
who ſent them, which hath diſcouraged Gentlemen of Curiofity and For 
tune from advancing Money on ſuch fruitleſs Expeditions. 

Nevertheleſs ſome Men thus ſent, have with great labour and honeſt 7 
anſwer'd the Expectations of their Patrons. It would be very proper 
Bi 25 and 
Beaſts they find, and at what Seaſons of the Year they find i em, and at 
what Times they diſappear, and when they appear aguin; that ſo we may 
in time give a tolerable account of the: Places to which®Birds and Beaſts 
of Paſſage o that are found with us, and in other Countries only at 
certain & * of the Year.

come to a temperate Climate. I have in my — after Birds dij- 
cover d ſome few that are found in England at certain Seaſons, to be found 
4% in Bengal; and ſome found in Europe, tho not in England, are found 
% ein Bengal: I beiber they continue there all the Tear, or are only 
Birds of Paſſage, as they are with us, I cannot tell; but it would be 
worth the Obſervation of any curious Engliſhman refiding in that Coun- 
ry; therefore I ſhall Jet down their Names, vis.

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to breed. The Summer Birds of Paſſage alſo came from more ſouthern 
Countries northward to us, and breed here: Seeing then Birds retire from 
more northern Parts to winter with us, why ſhauld not tender Birds who 
vit us in Summer and breed here, retire and ſhelter themſelves in 
ſouthern Countries, where they are ſecure from cold, which they cannot 
bear, and find ſuch Food as is natural ta them. But many would make 
Shepers of them, and ſay they retire to holes under Ground, and in 
hollew Trees, &c. and that they are ſo fat that they cannot fly far at 
the Times they diſappear, which Fatneſs I take rather for a providential 
Proviſion, to enable them to take a flight of many Days without being 
quite exhauſted and ſpent. A farther Reaſon to me, that our Summer 
Birds who diſappear are not Sleepers, is, that no ſuch ſleeping Birds 
have at any time been found, and all the reports of theſe things are ſo 
uncertain, that no ſober Man can at all depend on them: Did they 
really creep into holes as is reported, it would be certainly known, and 
not remain, as it does, a very doubtful Matter; for why ſhould they not 
be daily found ſleeping, as are Dormice, by Wood-men and Country 
People, fince many of the ſuppoſed Sleepers are found awake in much 
greater Mumbers. I believe indeed that the Inſtinct of theſe Birds is 
not ſo abſolutely certain, as to prevent them from being ſometimes ſur- 
priſed by a very cold wet Autumn : In fuch a caſe I believe ſome Flocks 
of Swallows have loft their Paſſage, and have been conſtrain d through 
Weakneſs to ſhelter themſelves in holes where they have periſhed. 
Natural Hiſtory cannot in any degree be perfect without Figures; 
therefore I think we ſhould promote Drawing, in all ſuch young People 
'who ſeem to have a liking to it; no one need think it an Amuſement 
beneath his Dignity, ſince our preſent Royal Family and many of the 
young Mobility have been inſtructed in that Art. The World may 
perhaps think I ſay this in order to promote my ſelf; becateſe hitherto I 
have taught young Gentlemen and Ladies to draw; but to take away 
| fuch Imputation, I purpoſe to decline any thing of that ſort which may 
hereafter offer. Every one who conſults antient Authors, is very ſenſible 
of their Deficiencies in the want of Figures; for many things are men- 
tiond by a bare Name without any Deſcription or Figure, and great 
phyfical Virtues and other Uſes are attributed to ſome of theſe things; 
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but there being no certain Marks to ſbew what things in Mature were 
called by thoſe Names, we have now wholly "loft them, or take different 


things for them, or are in diſpute about them; therefore Authors, 


Maturaliſts eſpecially, ſhould conſult, firft of all, the outward Forms of 
things in order farther to explain them by Weſcriptions and other Marks ; 


and deliver them down to Poſterity, ſo as to free them, ſo far as human 


Reaſon is capable of, from the Loſſes and Injuries they may ſuſtain from 
Time. Tn deſcribing natural Things nothing ought to be omitted, that is 
any way remarkable, and may fix and eftabliſh the Character of the thing 
deſcribed, ſo as plainly to diſtinguiſb it from all other things: This may 
be done without following the minute Steps of ſome Authors, who have 
wrote large Books on ſingle Birds or Plants, for long Deſcriptions lead 
the Mind into Mages and Confuſion, and tire rather than inſtruct. On the 
other hand too brief Deſcriptions ſhould be avoided ; for very often theſe are 
found to con ſiſt only of ſuch general Forms and Colourings that are com- 
mon to many things of the ſame Genus, with the thing ſo briefly deſcribed, 
which makes the Deſcription uncertain, or rather no natural Deſcription 
at all. If Naturaliſts would obſerve this medium, and ſtudy a plain 
comprehenſive Language, and well expreſſing the Things treated of, they 
might gradually, by making the Study both uſeful and pleaſant, bring 
many into the love of Natural Hiſtory, who now deſpiſe it. 

I know there are ſome Gentlemen, that put the Terms of mean and 
little upon ſuch Sciences or Studies that they themſelves have no Taſte for; 
and others would make them uſeleſs by calling them mere Speculations. 
Watural Hiſtory has been particularly aſperſed and treated in this man- 
ner by the Enemies to all Knowledge, but ſuch as brings with it imme- 
diate Profit or ſenſual Pleaſure : But if theſe Gentlemen will look back a 
little, they will find that Men as great, as wiſe and magnanimous, at 
leaſt as themſelves, in all Ages, have buſted themſelves in the Diſcoveries 


and Knowledge of Mature. King Soloman is a great Example in this 


matter, who was himſelf a natural Hiſtorian, and perhaps had pene- 


trated farther into Nature than any one has done fince. Alexander 
the Great was remarkable for encouraging all the fine Arts, as well 
natural Hiſtory as other Literature, without which his Memory could 


not have ſubſſted till this Time. But io come nearer our own Times, 


Lewis 
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Lewis XIV. of France, ho one of the greateſt Princes of the Ape he 
lived in, and engaged in ſeueral Wars for a confiderable Part of his 
9 Life, yet found time to improve his Mind by the Study of the fine Arts, 
1 and eſtabliſbed an Academy for the farther Improvement of Arts and 
9 new Diſcoveries in Mature: He was ſuch a Lover of the Productions of 
. Mature, that he made Gardens and built magnificent Stoves, &c. for 
| the raiſing and reception of all Exotick Plants, and built at Verſailles 
'Y near his Palace, an elegant and curious Place called the Managery, with 
large Apartments and Conveniencies for the Reception of living Animals 
from all Parts of the World, and not only rare Pictures and Sculptures 
of the greateſt Maſters were collected in his Cabinets, but ſeveral ex- 
traordinary Productions of Mature. Auguſtus the late King of Poland 
was alſo a great Encourager of natural Knowledge, and had gather'd a 
large Collection of natural Productions from moſt Parts of the World. 

They who draw after Mature, on account of Natural Hiſtory, ſhould 
repreſent things juſtly and according tolfWWature, and not ſtrive to exalt 
or raiſe her above herſelf ; for by ſo doing, inſtead of inſtructing, they 
will lead the World into Errors; nor can the Works of two Authors on 
the ſame Subject ever agree. The hiſtorical Painter, eſpecially he that 
would repreſent the Fiftions of the Poets, may take greater Liberties, 
and ſludy by all Methods to elevate his Subject by adding the higheſt 
9 Strokes of Art, in order to pleaſe the Eye, and raiſe in the Mind Ideas 
1 equal to the Hiſtorian or Poet he would repreſent: Yet every one who 
A reads Natural Hiſtory, and ſees Figures and Deſcriptions of things in 
Mature, ſuppoſes they are, or ought to have been immediately drawn and 

deſcribed from Nature. But no experienced Man, when he beholds an 
hiſtorical Piece, ſuppoſes the Figures there drawn, are like to thoſe they 

7 are intended to repreſent either in Feature or Perſon, any farther than 
9 in general the Hiſtorian or Poet may have told us, that one Man was a 
| graceful Perſon, another a little crooked or deformed, which Accidents a 
Painter has liberty to carry to what degree of Perfection or Tmper feftion 
he can conceive, prouided alway he doth not contradict the Letter of his 
Hiſtorian. But in drawing after Nature a moſt religious and ſcrupulous 
Strictneſs is to be obſerved, and by this means only we can demonſtrate, 
that Nature is or is not the ſame through all Times. If Matural 
Hiſtorians,,

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Hiſtorians, or they who draw for them, would * obſerve theſe 
Rules, ſome of them might perhaps produce Figures that would be deemed 
perfef? by the knowing Maturaliſis of theſe Times, and eſcape their 
Cenſure; then might they, like the celebrated Statues of the antient 
Greeks and Romans, pa/s * as Models to future Ages, as things juſtly 
and truly repreſenting Nature; but theſe things are rather to be wiſhed 
for than expected. 

I: is time io ſay ſomething, by way of Apolog y, for the following De- 
ſcriptions of Birds 1 have been colletting for more than Twenty Years, 
and have been for a good part of the Time employd by many curious 
Gentlemen in London to draw ſuch rare foreign Birds as they were 
poſſeſs d of, and never neglected to take . Draughts of them with their 
Permiſſion, for my own Collection; and having Hored up ſome hundreds, 
1 ſhewed ther from time to time to curious Gentlemen or favour'd me 
with their Viſits, and in looking them over ſeveral of them have told me, 
that there were many amongſtithem that bad not been figured or de- 
ſcribed by any Author, and that it would be worth my while to publiſh 
them; but * was backward in reſolving to do it, Ft” I knew not ſo 
much. of many of the Birds, as to know wes what Country they came, 
which is very material in Natural Hiflory. They anſwer d, — as I had 
#aken the Draughts from Nature, and 8 it Seer be well atteſted, 
and the like Birds might perhaps never be met with again, it was better 
zo preſerve the 5 without knowing their Countries than not at all. 
¶ have not had the Advantage of being in the Countries out of Europe 
where any of the Birds I have deſcribed are found, as ſome preſent 
Writers of Natural Hiftory have ; but I have taken all the pains in 
my Power to make my Deſcriptions as perfets as the nature of the thing 
will admit of. 1 — been particularly careful never to ſpeak in the Affir- 
mative, but where I was fully ſatisfied I was in the right. The far greater 
part of theſe Deſcriptions are from Birds never before deſcribed : There 
are indeed fome few which have been deſcribed, but not figured, and ſome 
that have been very ill figured and deſcribed before ; but I have not 
drawn or deſcribed any thing that was done before in any tolerable degree 
of Perfection; ſo ar theſe Draughts and Deſcriptions may be looked 
on as new. 7 Dave not tranſcribed the Deſcriptions out of other Authors 


without 
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Expence of graving, printing, and other things, which I knew would be 


ſuch Remarks on that Head, as may perhaps be of uſe to others that may i 


for colouring it will be convenient to leave pretty broad clean white

without acknowledging from whence I had them, as a late Publiſher of a = 
great Number of coloured Birds has done; but always choſe to have old 
Deſcriptions fartheſt from my Mind, when I deſcribed any thing, becauſe 
I thought Mature herſelf the beſt Director. I have indeed, as T ought, 
conſulted Men and Books, in order to gain all the Light I could to 
direct me in theſe Deſcriptions, and to make them as clear and in- 
zelligible as might be. ; 

I was diſcouraged, upon firft thinking of this Work, at the great

a certain Coſ attended with a very uncertain Profit, till my good Friend 
Mr. Catesby put me on etching my Plates myſelf, as he had done in his 
Works; and not only ſo, but invited me to ſee him work at Etching, 
and gave me all the neceſſary Hints and Inftruftions to proceed, which 
Favour I think myſelf obliged publickly to acknowledge. When I had 
praiſed a little while, I reſolved to do ſuch new and uncommon Birds, 
as I had in my Poſſeſſion, fince I ſaved Expences and only employed my 
Time. 

In etching Plates which are afterwards to be coloured, I have dif- 
covered, that they ſhould be done in a manner different from ſuch things 
that are to continue Black and White ; therefore I ans willing to publiſh 


hereafter publiſh any thing of that kind. Fle who would make a Print 
after any coloured Drawing, ſhould make bis Lights much lighter than 
they are in the Drawing, and the Shadows rather darker, which wilh 
indeed give your Print a ſomewhat ſhocking degree of Light and Shadow 
but when you confider that by colouring, your Lights will become darker, 1 
and your very black Shadows, by being waſhed with Colours, which gene- 1 
rally are lighter than Black, will become ſomething lighten; in Prints: A 


places that are a little dark in your colour d Drawing : For Example, 
if a Part in your Drawing be of Blue or Red, or any fine Colour pretty 4 
deep; if you make your Print of ſo deep a Shade in thoſe Parts, the _— 
Blackneſs will caft through the tranſparent Colours which you, muſt uſe a 
in waſhing Prints, and render them dead and dirty; and if you lay on 
too great a body of Colour, it will darken your Figure too much in the 

| FP ny Lights, 
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Lights as broad and as clean as the thing will permit, your Colours laid 


Lights, and make it flat and heavy. On the. contrary, if you leave 


on ſuch light Parts will appear with more Luſtre than with black Strokes 
under them; and when the Print is waſhed with a little fudgment, it 
will loſe its too great Proportion of Light and Shadow, and become ſoft 
and agreeable, and deceive tolerable Fudges ſo far as to paſs for a 
Fater-colour'd Drawing. Prints that are not worked with a direct 
Deſign for. colouring, cannot ſo eaſily be brought to that Beauty; they 


muſt be Iabour'd and painted with body Colours to make them look 
tolerably. | 

I do not purpoſe to part with any of the Prints uncolour d while I 
live, left they ſhould be afterwards colour d by unskilful People, which 
might be a Blemiſh to the Work, by being ſeen and taken for my Colour- 
ings. A Copy carefully and exactly colour'd from the original Drawings, 
will be depoſited in the Library of the College of Phyſicians, of London, 
which may ſerve as a Standard to refer to and compare with, to try the 
Truth of the Colouring, in caſe the Plates ſhould outlive me, and any 
ſhould queſtion the Authority of the Colouring. I had thought when 
TI firſt ſet out on this Work to have graved One hundred Plates of new 
Birds, but found I was under a neceſſity to leave off at Fifty, not being 
able to procure any more but ſuch as have been deſcribed by many others. 
Seeing it is now known that I have done theſe, and am willing to go on, 
if I can procure any more of curious Gentlemen, I hope ſuch Gentlemen 
of Taſte this way, who have at any time Birds new and curious, will 
pleaſe to give me notice, that I may wait on them to take Drawings, 
which Favours I ſhall always gratefully acknowledge. It is now my 
duty to acknowledge, with all poſſible Gratitude, the Aſſiſtance I have 
received from many curious Gentlemen, and give my publick Thanks in 
general for the many and great Favours I have received from theſe my 
honourable and worthy Patrons and Friends, who from time to time have 


given me free Acceſs to their Houſes, and intruſted me in their Cabinets 


of Curioſities, and have oftentimes lent me very valuable and curious 
Things in order to forward me in my Purſuits : Yet in the courſe of theſe 
Deſcriptions 1 for my own Reputation ( in order to prove the Being of the 
Birds here repreſented) have mentioned the Names in particular of my 

| | Patrons, 
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Patrons, Friends, and others, who were the Poſſeſſors of theſe things, 
that I might have no opportunity to impoſe Falſhood on the World, with- 
out being contradicted by living Witneſſes. 

I have made the Drawings of theſe Birds directly from Nature, and 
bave, for variety's ſake, given them as many different Turns and Attitudes 
as I could invent : This I choſe the rather to do, becauſe I know great 
Complaint hath been made, that a late Writer on Birds had given his 
Birds no variety of Poſture, but that they were direct Profiles flandin 
in the ſame Poſition, which ſameneſs is diſagreeable. I obſerved alſo in his 
Trees, Stumps, and Grounds, a poorneſs of Invention; therefore to amend 
that Part in mine, I have taken the Counſel and Aſſiſtance of ſome 
Painters my particular Friends, in order to make the Work not only as 
natural and agreeable as I could in the ſubjef? Matter, but to decorate 
the Birds with airy Grounds, having ſome little Invention in them : The 
better to ſet off the whole, I have in a few Plates, where the Birds were 
very ſmall, added ſome foreign Inſects to fill up the naked Spaces in the 
Plates; theſe I efteem no part of the propoſed Work; nevertheleſs J 
have been equally careful to be exact in them both as to the Drawing and 
Colouring. Great part of the Birds, deſcribed in this Work, were living 
when I drew them; others were in Caſes well preſerved and dry, and 
ſome were kept in Spirits, which is the better way to preſerve them, tho 
they tannot be ſo well drawn in Spirits, by reaſon the Forms of the Glaſſes 
alter the apparent Shapes of the Birds; therefore J 100k ſuch Birds out 
of the Spirits. | 

In the following Deſcriptions I had a View, particularly in deſcribing 
the Colours, to expreſs myſelf in ſuch Terms as the Prints might be 
tolerably colour d for the future by any curious obſerving Perſon from the 
Deſcriptions only; for in that reſpef I have been as careful as I could, 
always comparing the Colours I mention to ſome well-known thing when 1 
could do it; and where 1 could not, I have uſed compound Terms, ſuch as 
yellowiſh Brown, rediſh Brown, dirty Brown, and the like; and to other 
Colours I have added faint, dark, middling, inclining to this, that, or 
the other Colour : all which things are very neceſſary in Watural Hiſtory ; 


for the ſimple Terms Red, Blue, Yellow, &c. fignify a vaſt Number of 
different Colours.

As IT never till very lately had any deſign to appear in 
Print, I have neglected to fiudy the Art of writing correctly, and am

HE following Accounts are taken out of Yoyages, and relate 1 ' 
to the King of the Vultures, Page 2 of this Book; and they com- 
ing to hand after the Deſcriptions were printed, I have placed them here.

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The WHITE TAILEPD EAGLE, 


H HIS Bird not agreeing, in all ReſpeQs, with any of the Eagle-kind hitherto 
| deſcribed, and coming from a Part of the World we know but little of, I have 
given it a Place here. It is of the common Size of Eagles, that is about the bigneſs of a 
Cock-Turkey. For Shape, it is flat-crown'd, ſhort-neck'd, full-breaſted, and brawny- 
thigh'd, having very longand broad Wings, in Proportion to the Body. The Bill is of 
a bluiſh, Horn- colour; the upper Mandible arch'd, and hanging over the lower, about 
an Inch, having an Angle or Tooth on each Side: The lower Mandible is ſhorter than 
the Upper, and received into it; the upper Mandible is covered about a third of its 
Length, from the Head, with a yellow Skin, called the Cera, from its reſemblin 
Wax, in which the Noftrils are fituate: This yellow Skin reaches on both Sides, quite 
round the Corners of the Mouth. The Iris of the Eye is of a Hazel-colour; the Pupil, 
black, as it is in all Birds I have yet ſeen: Wherefore this Obſervation need not be re- , 
peated in the Sequel of this Work. Between the Bill and the Eyes, are Spaces of bare 
Skin, of a dirty Colour, thinly ſet with ſmall, black Hairs: The Head and Neck are 
covered with narrow, brown Feathers, ending in ſharp Points, like thoſe on the Necks 
of Cocks ; but not ſo long in Proportion: The whole Body is cover'd with dusky, 
brown Feathers, darker on the Back, and lighter on the under Side. The Breaft is 
ſpotted with white, triangular Spots, having the ſharpeſt Angles pointing upwards: 
Theſe Spots are in the middle of each Feather. The covert Feathers of the Wings are 
of the Colour of the Body ; the Quills, or Flag-feathers of the Wings, are black : A 
few of- the Quills, and firſt Row of Coverts, next the Back, are variegated with 
tranſverſe Lines, of a darker and lighter Colour. The Tail, which is of equal Length 
with the Wings, when cloſed, is white, both upper and under Surface, except the Tips 
of the Feathers, which are black or dark brown; and the covert Feathers under the 
Tail, are of a rediſh brown, or bay Colour; the Thighs are covered with dark, brown 
Feathers, of a very looſe Texture, through which a white Down appears in ſome Places; 
the Legs are covered quite down to the Feet, with ſoft Feathers of a rediſh, brown 
Colour. It hath four 'Toes on each Foot, very thick and ſtrong, covered with Scales 
of a yellow Colour, ſtanding three forward, and one backward, after the uſual Manner, 
armed with very ftrong Talons or Claws, of a black Colour, bending almoſt into ſemi- 
circular Figures, ending in very ſharp Points. | 
This Eagle is a Native of Hudſon's-Bay, in the northern Part of America, from 
whence it was brought by a Gentleman, employ'd in the Hudſon s-Bay Company's 
Service, and by him preſented to my very good Friend, Dr. R. M. Maſſey, who 
obliged me with a Sight of it. He kept it many Years at his Houle at Stepney, near 
London, where I made the Drawing, from which this Print was taken. |

than the greater Sort of Yu/tures; nor has it ſuch large Wings in Proportion. 
he Bill is pretty thick and ſtrong, ſtraight for a little way, then bends into a Hook, 
and over-hangs the lower Mandible; it is red at the Point, and black in the middle 


1 Bird is about the Bigneſs of a Hen-Turkey. I believe it is ſomething leſs 


Part; the Baſe of the Bill, both upper and lower Mandibles, are cover'd with a Skin 


of an orange Colour, broad, and pointing to the Crown of the Head, on each Side 
above, in which Spaces are placed the Noſtrils, of an oblong Shape: Between the 
Noftrils is a looſe flap of Skin, ſcolloped, which falls indifferently on either Side of the 
Bill, when the Bird moves its Head. The Iris of the Eye is of a bright, pearly 
Whiteneſs ; round the Eye, is an indifferent broad ſpace of Scarlet Skin; the Head and 
Neck are cover'd with bare Skin; the Crown of a dirty, Fleſh-colour, toward the Bill, 
and Scarlet in the hinder Part, behind which is a little Tuft of black Hairs : From this 
Tuft proceeds, on each Side, and parts the Head from the Neck, a ſort of Stay of 
wrinkled Skin, of a browniſh Colour, with a little Blue and Red in its hinder Part: 
The Sides of the Head are of a black or dirty Colour, with Spots of browniſh Purple 
behind the Angles of the Mouth; the Sides of the Neck are red, which gradually. 
becomes yellow in its fore Part ; there runs a dirty yellow Lift down the hind Part of 
the Neck; and at the bottom of the Neck, a Ruff of looſe, ſoft, aſh-colour'd Feathers, 
quite round, in which, by Contraction, it can hide its whole Neck and Sides of the 
Head; the Breaſt, Belly, Thighs, and covert Feathers under the Tail are White, or a 
little inclining to Cream-colour; the back and upper Part of the Wings is of a light, 
rediſh brown, inclining to Buff. colour; the Rump and upper covert Feathers of the 
Tail are White; the Quill-feathers of the Wings, black; ſome of the middle-moſt 
Quills have their Shafts edged with white; the Row of Coverts, next above the Quills, 
is black, with light, brown Edges ; the Tail is wholly black; tho' Mr. Albin makes, 
it black only at the End; the Legs and Feet are of a dirty, white Colour; the forward 
Toes are joined a little way by a Membrane; the Claws are black, not fo great nor 
crooked as in Eagles. 

This Bird I drew at Sir Haus Sloane's, where it lived ſome Years. I have ſeen three 
or four of them; but could diſcover no ſuch Craw of bare Skin, as Albin has figured. 
The People who made a Shew of this Bird in London, told me it was brought from the 
Eaſt Indies; tho' I believe it rather to come from the eſt. I have ſeen an old Dutch 
Print of this. Bird, very incorrect, intitled, Rex Warwouwarum, ex India Occidental. 
Mr. Perry, a great Dealer in foreign Birds and Beafts, has afſured me theſe Birds are 
brought only from America. Albin ſuppoſes it to be like the Braſilian Vulture, called, 
Urubu, Willoughby, Fs 68. tho' it differs widely from that which is no other than the 
Turkey Buzard, deſcribed in Catesby's Hiſtory of Carolina. Had Mr. Albin been 
tolerably correct in his Figure of this Bird, I ſhould not have publiſhed a ſecond 
Draught. | ; 
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The SPOTTED Hawk or FALCON. 


HTS Bird is of the Bigneſs of a common Crow, as near as I could judge, and 
well ſhaped ; the Head being pretty ſmall and ſharp; the Neck, ſhort; the 
upper Part of the Body pretty round, and falls tapering to a Narrowneſs downward ; 
the Train pretty long, and the Wings reaching almoſt to the End thereof; the Thighs, . 
muſcular and ftrong ; the Legs of middling Length, the Toes connected by a Mem- 
brane a little way; the Bill is hooked, and bent downward, having an Angle in the 
upper Mandible, into which the lower or ſhorter is received: The Baſe of the upper 
Mandible is covered with a Skin, in which are placed the Noſtrils. The Bill is of a 
Lead-colour, the Cera of a greeniſh Yellow; the Skin at the Corners of the Mouth of 
a rediſh Yellow ; the Iris of the Eye is of a dark Colour; round the Eye is a bare 
Space of Lead-colour'd Skin; the Top of the Head, Neck, Back, and upper Side of 
the Wings, are of a middling brown Colour; the under Side from the Bill to the Tail, 
is white, ſpotted in the Throat with little daſhes, of a dark Colour, tending downward, 
which gradually change their Shape into the Form of Creſcents, finer on the Breaſt, 
more groſs on the Belly : 'The Thighs are ſpotted with ſmaller Spots, which may be 
better conceived by the Figure than deſcribed in Words: The Quills, and the Row of 
Feathers immediately above them, are painted with tranſverſe Lines of black or dusky; 
the upper Part of the Ridge of the Wing which cover the Breaſt is white; the covert 
Feathers within- ſide of the Wings are dusky, ſpotted with round Spots of white; from 
the corners of the Mouth under the Eyes, on each Side, is drawn a broad, black Mark, 
which tends downward as far as the beginning of the Neck : The Rump and upper Side 
of the Tail is of a dark Aſh-colour, with tranſverſe Lines of Black: The under Side of 
the Tail and Quill-feathers are of a lighter Aſh-colour, and the Bars that croſs them, 
fainter than in the upper; the Legs and: Feet of a bright Yellow, covered with. a- 
icaley Skin; the Toes are armed with ſtrong, ſharp-pointed, black Claws, pretty 
much bent. I ſhall not, in the Courſe of this Work, trouble the Reader with the 
Number and Situation of the Toes, the Figures plainly exprefſing them; yet I'ſhall 
deſcribe all ſuch as have not the uſual Number, or whoſe "Toes ſtand not in the or- 
dinary Poſition. | 
This Bird was brought from Fud{in's-Bay, and preſented to Dr. Maſſey at Steprey, 
where it lived ſome ſhort Time. This Draught was taken while the Bird was alive. 
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The BLACK Hawk or FALCON. 


-HIS Falcon or Hawk (for I take it, that theſe two Names ſhould 
import the ſame thing, tho' it is uſual to give the Name of Falcon 
to thoſe of the greater Kind, and ſuch only as are trained for Sport, the 
Jeſſer Sort being generally call'd Hawks) is of the ſame Magnitude with 
that immediately foregoing, and in all ReſpeQs ſhaped like it, excepting 
that it is a little bigger-headed in proportion to the Body: The Bill is of 
a dark Lead-colour, a little inclining to Fleſh-colour, the Skin covering 
it of the ſame Colour, but a little more inclining to Yellow ; the Eye is 
of a dark Colour, with a bare Skin of a light Lead-colour round it, the 
Eyebrows overhang the Eyes, and are of a red Colour; the upper Side 
of the Head, Neck, Back, Wings and Tail, are of a black or very 
dark, dusky Colour: The Tips of the covert Feathers of the Wings 
and Tail are a little ruſſet or redith ; it is alſo a little rediſh in the 
hinder Part of the Neck: The Ridge of the Wing in the upper Part is 
white; the Quills within- ſide, are marked with tranſyerſe Bars of dusky 
and Clay-colour, as is the under Side of the Tail ; the inner Coverts of 
the Wings are black, with round and irregular white Spots; the whole 
under Side is of a dirty Clay-colour, with black Spots at the Ends of 
the Feathers, in the Form expreſſed in the Figure. It hath black Marks 
from the Corners of the Mouth on each Side, extended backward in the 
form of Whiskers ; round theſe black Marks is a ſmall Mixture of dusky 
White; the Legs and Feet are of a dirty, greeniſh Lead-colour, but 
inclining more to Yellow, where the Legs and Feet join ; the Soles of 
the Feet rediſh, the Claws black. 5 

This Bird is a Native of Hudſon e-Bay: It pitched on a Ship belonging 
to the Hudſon - Bay Company in Auguſt 173, as the Ship was returning 
Home, after they had got a pretty Way through the Straits to Sea, and 
lived in London all the hard Winter, 1739. I was favour'd with a 
Sight of this Bird by Taylor Yhite, Eſq; who gave me Liberty to draw 
it. Whether this and the foregoing be Male and Female, I leave to 
the Judgment of thoſe who underſtand Natural Hiſtory. 
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The Black PARROT from Madagafcar. 


HIS Bird is about the Bigneſs of the Aſh-colour'd Parrot with 
a red Tail, or a Tame Pigeon. The Bill is ſhort and thick at the 
Baſis, bending downward as an Arch, the lower Mandible bending in the 
ſame manner upwards ; the upper Mandible over-hangs the lower a 
little, but much leſs than T have obferved it in ſome other Parrots : 
The Baſis of the upper Mandible is covered with a bare Skin, in which 
are ſituate the Noſtrils, pretty high and near each other; both the Bill 
and the Skin that covers it, were white, or light, yellowiſh, Fleſh-colour; 
the Eyes had dark Irides, and a Space of bare white Skin round them: 
The Head and whole Body, both upper and under Side, is of a black 
or very dark, dirty, bluiſh Colour, like the Colour of Pigeons, which 
we call Black Pigeons, not like the Black of Crows : The upper Side of 
the Wings is lighter, being only of a dark, Afſh-colour; amongſt the 
Quill-feathers are intermixed three or four white Feathers in each Wing ; 
the Peathers of the Wings are pretty long; the Tail is very long, for one 
whoſe Tail-feathers are of equal Length as this is, they having generally 
very ſhort Tails ; that kind of Parrots, whoſe Tail-teathers are of un- 
equal Lengths, are as remarkable for very long Tails ; the Legs are very 
ſhort, and the Toes fituate two backward and two forward, as in all 
the Parrot-kind; they are cover'd with a rough, ſcaley Skin, of a dirty 
Fleſh-colour ; the Claws are ſtrong, crooked and black. 
This Bird was firſt Sir Charles Wager's, and was preſented by him to 
his Grace the Duke of Richmond, who employ'd me to make a Draught 
of it for him, and permitted me to take another for myſelf. It was a 
very gentle Bird, always chooſing to be on the Hand, and when taken on 
the Hand, it would often repeat the Act of Treading, which makes me 
think it was a Cock-Bird. I believe it hath not yet been deſcribed, 
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4 | The ſmalleſ} GREEN and RED INDIAN PAROQUET. 


N this Plate, which was wrought from Nature, and not from a Draw- 

ing, the Bird is repreſented of its proper Size. It is leſs than the 
| mall red-headed Paroguet, commonly brought into England, which is 
| pretty well figur'd and deſcrib'd by Albin in his Hiſtory of Birds, Vol. 3. 
| Page 15. tho his Drawing is ſomething too ſmall, ſeeing the Bird is a 
little bigger than what I have here repreſented, which is the leaſt of the 
Parrot-kind I ever met with; the Bill is ſhaped like thoſe in the greater 
Sort of Parrots, of a bright Orange-colour. I could perceive no Skin 
covering the Baſis of the Bill; the Noſtrils were near together in the 
upper Part of the Bill, very near the Feathers of the Forchead ; the 
Eyes are ſurrounded with a narrow Space of Skin, of a light Fleſh- 
colour; the Top of the Head is Red, or of the Colour of a Sevil 
Orange, which in the hinder Part of the Head gradually becomes Green, 
uniting itſelf with the Colour of the Back; the under Side of the Bird, 
middle of the Back, Wings, and Tail, are of a fine Green-colour, light- 
er on the Throat, Breaſt, Belly, and Thighs, and darker on the Back 
Coverts of the Wing and Tail, darkeſt of all in the greater Wing-feathers; 
the lower Half of the Back and Rump, quite to the Tail, is covered 
with the ſame bright Red or Orange-colour with the Head, being inter- 
mixed with the Green, and loſing itſelf in the middle of the Back; 
the Legs, Feet, and Claws, are of a Fleſh-colour, the Toes ſtanding as 
in other Parrots; the inſide of the Quills, and the under-{1de of the Tail 
are Blue a very little inclining to Green. 

This Bird was brought from Holland, in Spirits, by Dr. Crommwel} 
Mortimer, Secretary to the Royal Society, who bought it there with other 
Things brought from ſome Dutch Settlement in the Eaſ Indies: He was 
pleaſed to lend it me, that I might draw it. This Bird was put in 
camphorated Spirits, and appeared of a brown Colour whilſt in the 
Spirits, tho' the Glaſs was white Flint, and the Spirits clear ; and when 
taken out, waſhed and dried, it became cf the Colours above deſcribed. 
I believe no Author hath yet taken notice of this Bird.

The TOUR ACO. 


HIS Bird is about the Bigneſs of a Magpye or Jay; the Make of its Body 

is rather long than round; the Head of a moderate Size; the Neck of a middling 
Length; the Legs rather ſhort than long; the Tail pretty long: It is a very elegant 
Bird, both for Shape and Colour; it is very active, flurting up its Tail, and raiſing its 
Creſt; it ſwells its Throat, and utters a hoarſe and diſagreeable Sound; the Bill is 
ſhort and compreſſed Side-ways ; the upper Mandible a little arched, but not over- 
hanging the lower ; the under Side of the lower Mandible has a ſmall Angle, as in the 
Bills of Gulls; the upper and lower Chaps are of a dirty Red or Brick Colour: I know 
not any Bird that has a Bill like this. The Eye is of a dark Hazel-colour, encompaſſed 
with a knotty Skin of a bright Scarlet-colour ; from the Corner of the Mouth to the 
Eye, is a broad black Line, which grows narrower, and extends itſelf under and beyond 
the Eye; under this is a white Line, which extends a little farther back than the black. 
Line, but doth not come forward fo near the Bill; from the Corner of the Mouth is 
extended another white Line, which paſſes above tHe Eye, but not ſo far back as that 
beneath; the Head, Neck, Breaſt, and leſſer Coverts of the Wings, are of a fine dark; 
Green-colour; on its Head it hath a Creſt, which it raiſeth at Pleaſure ; the very Tips 
of the Feathers on the Creſt are Red; the Thighs, lower Belly, and Coverts under the 
Tail, are dusky or black ; the Back, Wings, and Tail, are of a fine bluiſh Purple- 
colour ; part of the greater Wing-feathers or Quills, next the Belly, are of a fine 
Crimſon-colour, well expreſſed by pure Carmine ; their Tips and Borders of the outer 
Webs are black; the Legs, Feet, and Claws, Aſh-colour ; the Toes are ſituate as in 
Woodpeckers, Parrots, and Cuckows : What Genus of Birds to range this with, I can» 
not poſitively ſay; it climes not as Parrots do, nor doth it agree with them in any 
reſpe&, except in the Poſition of the Toes ; nor is its Bill any thing like a-Yooapeckers, . 
ſo that I think it neareſt the Cuckow-kind. Albin has figur'd this Bird, and calls it 
the Crown Bird from Mexico; tho' theſe Birds are indeed Africans, brought from 
Guinea, by the Way of the Weſt Indies, to us; he hath not ſhaped his Bill right, nor 
deſcribed well the Marks about the Eye; he mentions White in the Wings, which I 
could not diſcoyer, tho? I have drawn after two different Birds of this Kind. 

This Bird is now living at Colonel Louther's Houle in St. James's Park, where. I 
have been permitted to make Drawings of it tor ſeveral Perſons of Diſtinction. The 
Texture of this Bird's Feathers are ſo fine, that no diftin&t Form. of Feathers can be 
diſcovered, except in the Wings and Tail. See Mr. Albin's Figure, Vol. 2, Page 18. 
of his Natural Ei for of Birds. His Bird was either a great deal lefs than mine, or 
one of us muſt be pretty much miſtaken in the Size, ſince he makes it of the Size of the 
Miſſel Bird, which is not above half the Bigneſs of a Fay or Magpye, to which I have 
likened it ſor Size. | 
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The GREAT KING-FISHER Vom the River Gambia. 


OR Bigneſs, this Bird equals, if not exceeds, the M:/jel Bird or 
Greater Thruſh ; it is great-headed, thort-necked, the Body neither 
over-long or round, the Tail is long, the Wings pretty long, the Legs 
very ſhort ; the Bill is long and ſtraight, pretty thick towards the Head, 
ending in a ſharp Point, of a bright Scarlet-colour ; the upper Mandible 
is channelled on each Side, in which Channels are placed the Noftrils, 
pretty near the Head; the Angles or Corners of the Mouth are deep 
cut, and fall directly under the Eyes; under each Eye is a narrow Bor- 
der of white Feathers; the Head, Neck, whole under Side, and part 
of the Back, are cover d with dirty Orange- colour d Feathers; the Chin 
and Breaſt lighter than the Back; in the Middle of the Breaſt, ſome of 
the Tips of the Feathers are White; the Wings are Purple, in the u 
Part the greater Feathers being Blue, yet the foremoſt of the prime Quills 
are Black; tho' the upper Part of the Wing be moſtly Purple, yet there 
is a narrow Space of Blue runs round the Purple; the Ridge of the 
Wing is White ; the lower Part of the Back and Rump is of a Blue- 
Green, changeable Colour; the Wing-feathers, which border on the 
Back, partake of the ſame changeable Colour; the Tail is of a fine 
Blue-colour, yet it in ſome Lights has a greeniſh Caſt ; the Legs and 
Feet are of a Red-colour, with black Claws ; the middle and outer Toe 


joined together, as in our King-fſher. This Bird was preſerv'd in the 


Collection of Mr. Peter Colinſon, who on all Occaſions has been my 


Friend, and helped me to many curious and uncommon Birds : He 
told me this Bird came from the River Gambia. 


Albin has publiſhed a Bird ſomething like this, which he calls the 


Large King-fiſher from Bengal; but there is ſo much Difference, that 
they muſt be two different Species: I have ſeen both the Birds; Albin 


is in Mr, Dandridge's Collection in Moorfields, which has convinced me 


they are ſpecifically different, more than if I had ſeen only Drawings of 


theſe two Birds. See Albin's Figure and Deſcription, Vol. 3. p. 27. of 
his Hiftory of Birds. | | 
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: The BLACK and WHITE KING-FISHER. 


HIS Bird is of the Bigneſs of the Song Thruſh, the Figure is of the 
natural Size; it hath a long ſtraight Bill, flat Crown, long 
Head, and ſhort Neck; the Head, I think, not ſo big in proportion to 
the Body, as in ſome others of this Genus ; it hath pretty long Wings, 
and a long Tail; all of the Kings-f/her-kind are ſhort-leg'd ; the Bill is long 
and pretty thick at the Baſe, ending in a ſharp Point, of a black Colour, 
having a Groove or Channel on each Side the upper Mandible, in which 
the Noftrils are placed near the Baſe ; the Eyes are placed juſt over the 
Corners of the Mouth ; the Crown of the Head and hinder Part of the 
Neck is black; from the Corners of the Mouth, under the Eyes, is a 
broad black Line, which falls into the ſame Colour behind the Neck; 
from the Noſtrils are drawn white Lines above the Eyes, and continued 
the whole Length of the Head ; the whole under Sides, from Bill to 
Tail, is of a dirty, yellowiſh White, except a little Bar of black Spots 
that croſſes the Middle of the Breaſt ; the whole Back is black, the Fea- 
thers having grey Tips; the Ridge of the Wing is White; all the Covert- 
featliers party-colour'd of Black and White; the baſtard Wing Black; 
the farſt or largeſt Quill-teathers are white at their Bottoms, then black, 
having the very Tips white; the middle Quills have white Spots in their ö 
outer Webs, and white Tips; the remaining Quills next the Back, are 
black with white Tips; the Tail-ſeathers are white toward their Bottoms, 
with a Row of tranſverſe black Spots ; toward the 'Tips is a Bar of Black 
of an Inch broad, the Tips beyond the Bar being White ; the Legs and 
Feet are of a dirty brown Colour, ſhap'd as in all others of this Kind. 
Mr. Peter Colinſon lent me this Bird to'draw ; he received it with others 
from Gamron in Per fia. | | 
This Bird was preſerv'd in Spirits, with many others, in a Glaſs to bring 
to England; the white Part appeared very dirty and yellow, which, I believe, 
was owing only to its being ſtained with the foul Spirits; for I have obſerv'd 
ſuch Changes in Feathers which I knew otherwiſe to be purely White. 
MV. B. If any one would draw a Bird preferv'd in Spirits, let him 
take it out, waſh it pretty well in warm Water, and rinſe it in a good 
Quantity of cold, and let it dry gradually, and he will reſtore the 
true Colour of the Feathers, as far as can be; for ſome Feathers in the 
Glaſſes of Spirits, I have obſerved to appear of Colours very contrary to 
the true Colour they are of before they were put in. 
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& The SWALLOW-TAIL'D KINGS FISHER. 


HIS Plate repreſents the Bird in its natural Size, which is nearly 
that of the Engliſh King-fiſher, and it agrees alſo with ours in 
Shape, except the Wing being a little longer, and the Tail much longer, 
without regard to the two longeſt Feathers; the Bill is long, ſtraight, 
and ſharp-pointed, black of Colour, channeled on each Side in the upper 
.8 4 Mandible, in which Channels are placed, the Noftrils pretty near the 
| | Head; the Corners of the Mouth fall deep into the Head, and the 
| Eyes are placed juſt over them ; the Head is of a dirty brown Colour, 
brighter towards the Bill, darker in the hinder Part ; under the Bill is a 
pretty large white Spot an Inch broad, in the middle Part, but growing 
narrower on each Side toward the Neck; the whole Body. is of a dirty 
Black, having a gloſs of Blue, ſomething lighter on the Breaſt, and 
darker on the Back; the Wings are of a fine, dark, ſhining Green, tho 
lighter in the Covert-feathers than in the Quills; a ſingle white Feather 
appear d among the Covert- feathers of the Wing; the Tail had two long 
| Feathers more than double the Length of the other Feathers ; the upper 
Side of a dark gloſſy Green, on the under Side dusky, ſome of the 
{ſhorter Feathers having white Tips; the Legs and Feet are Black, and 
made as in other King-fiſbers. This Bird, tho' of a dull Colour, hath 
all over it, when expoſed to the Sun, a ſhining Luſtre like a Mixture of 
Gold. Threads with the Feathers, ſuch as we ſee in moſt ſorts of Huming 
Birds; it is more remarkably bright on the Covert-feathers of the Wings 
than'in any other Part. | 
This Bird is in his Grace the Duke of Richmond's Collection; it was 
incloſed and paſted up in Glaſs, ſo that I could not handle it, nor could 
E certainly diſcover whether the two long Feathers in the Tail were the 
middle Feathers or the outer Feathers; tho I think they are the middle 
Feathers. The Bird we call Merops in Europe, differs from the King- 
f/her,. only in that it hath the Bill a little bent downward, and the two 
middle Feathers of the Tail being longer than the reſt ; the Bird above 
deſcribed, hath only one of theſe Marks of difference :. It was brought 
from Surinam in South America, by the Way of Holland. I cannot find 
that this Bird has been deſcribed or taken notice of by any Author. 5

HES E Birds ſo nearly reſemble the King- iber we have in England, 

that the Deſcription of the one will almoſt anſwer for the other, 
except in the Bigneſs, theſe being not half ſo big as ours in England; 
the Plate ſhews them in their natural Bigneſs, there being ſome ſmall 
difference between theſe two Birds, it is like they may be Cock and Hen; 
the upper Bird hath a yellow Bill, inclining to Orange; the whole under 
Side is of an Orange-colour ; the Top of the Head, Neck, Back, Rump, 
and Covert-feathers of the Wings are Blue, the Points of the Feathers 
being very light and bright; at the Baſe of the upper Mandible of the Bill, 


on each Side, is an Orange-colour'd' Spot; behind each Ear likewiſe is a

came with one of theſe Birds from India a King. fiſber, altogether like 
ours in England, both for Bigneſs, Shape, and Colour.

The ARABIAN BUS T AR D. 


HIS Bird is about the Bigneſs of a Turkey, it is longer leg d and neck'd, and 

ſlenderer- body d than the common Buſtard: It hath a Bill longer than is com- 
mon to the Poultry-kind, of which this is a Species: From the Point of the Bill to 
the Angles of the Mouth is three Inches and a Half; the Bill is of a light Horn- 
colour, a little darker at the Point; the Noftrils are long, and placed near the Fore- 
head ; the Eyes are of a dark Colour; the Fore-part of the Head is white; above the 
Eye is a Line of black, ending in a Point toward the Forehead backward ; it increafes in 
Breadth, and forms a fort of black Creſt, from which Creſt proceeds a ſhort black Line, 
and reaches almoſt to the hinder Part of the Eye; the Neck, forward, is Aſh-colour'd, 
with ſmall tranſverſe Lines of a darker Colour ; the hinder Part of the Neck and Back 
are of a brown Colour, with fine tranſyerſe blackiſh Lines; the Coverts of the Wings of 
the ſame Colour with the Back, the Tips of the Feathers being white, form Spots like 
Half-moons ; the Ridge of the Wing in the upper Part is White, from whence proceeds 


a broad white Bar, that ſeparates the Covert from the Quill-feathers ; this Bar is ſprink- 
led with ſmall black Spots, few or none in the upper Part, thickly ſtrewed in the 


lower; the baſtard Wing is black, the Feathers having white Tips; the foremoſt of 
the prime Quills are black, the middlemoſt are ſpotted black and white, being part of 
the above-mentioned Bar, drawn obliquely down the Wing ; the inner Quills, next the 
Back, are of the ſame Colour with it; the Breaſt, Belly, Thighs, and whole under 
Side, are purely White ; the Tail on the upper Side, is colour'd like the Back, tho' the 
outer Webs of the outſide Feathers are partly White, the under Side of the Tail hath 
a Bar of Black acroſs it, near the Tips of the Feathers ; the Legs are pretty long ; it 
has only three Toes, which are very ſhort, all ſtanding forward ; the Legs are bare of 
Feathers for ſome Space above the Knees; both Legs and Feet are cover'd with a 
ſcaley Skin of a dirty white or light browniſh Colour; the Claws of the ſame 
Colour. 1 | 

This Bird was kept alive many Years by my honoured Patron Sir Hans Sloane, Bart. 
at his Houſe in London, whoſe Goodneſs always gave me free Leave to draw any 
curious Thing he had in his Poſſeſſion. This Bird was brought from Mocha in Arabia 
Felix, and preſented to Sir Hans Sloane, by Charles Dubois, Eſq; Treaſurer to the 
India Company. It hath not yet been deſcrib'd by any Author that I know of.

HIS Bird is a little bigger than a common Hen, near the Bigneſs 

of the larger Kind of Poultry; for Shape of Body, it pretty 
nearly reſembles a*Turkey, to which I take it to be near of Kin; the 
Bill ſtraight, longer than a Hen's Bill, bending down a little at the 
Point, of a black Colour; the Noſtrils placed pretty near the Head; 
the Sides of the Head are of a Blue-purple-colour'd Skin, bare of Fea- 
thers; in the middle of theſe bare Spaces are placed the Eyes, whoſe 
Irides are of a dark, dirty Orange-colour ; under the Chin, and a little 
way down the Neck, there hangs a looſe Skin, of a fine red Colour, 
thinly ſet with black Hairs; the Top of the Head is cover'd with black 
Feathers, which it can erect into a Creſt ; ſome have little or no Appear- 
ance of a Creſt, I ſuppoſe they are Hens ; the whole Body, downward from 
the Head, is cover'd with black Feathers, or very dark, ruſty Brown; the 
fore-part of the Neck, Breaſt, and Belly, have white Spots and Daſhes 
tending downward, intermixed with the dark Colour ; the Coverts of the 
Wings have ſomething of a green and purple Gloſs, the Quills more 
inclining to Purple; the Back and Rump reflect a Copper-colour'd Gloſs ; 
but all theſe Gloſſes change to different Colours in different Poſitions of 


Light; yet in a bad Light, the Bird ſeems to be only of a ruſty Black, 


having no Luſtre at all; the Thighs and lower Belly are of a ruſty Black, 
having no Gloſs; the Tail is pretty long, ſhaped like a Turkey's Tail, 
of a dull Black; the Legs and Feet are of a bright Red ; it hath four 
Toes ſtanding after the uſual manner: I could ſee no Spurs it had; the 


three forward Toes are join'd together a little way by a Membrane; the 


Claws are black. 


I ſaw one of theſe Birds at Captain Chandler's at Stepney, who brought 
it with him from ſome one of the Sugar Iſlands in the Ve Indies, I have 
forgot directly which; but I ſuppoſe it may be found in moſt, of them. 
The Braſilian Facupema of Margrave, I believe, is the fame with this 
Bird, tho' his Deſcription differs ſomething from mine,

HIS Dove is repreſented in the Plate of its natural Bigneſs: It is 

rather round than long-body'd; the Tail and Wings not fo long 
as in moſt kind of Doves. I think it the moſt beautiful of all the Dove- 
kind J have hitherto ſeen. The Bill is near an Inch long and pretty 
ſlender, of a Scarlet-colour, from the Point to the Noſtrils, both upper

of the Wing is ſpotted with ſmall white Spots; among the Covert- 
feathers of the Wing, on one Side only, was a ſingle white Feather; 
the Sides, under the Wings, are of the {ame Colour with the Belly; 
the Covert-feathers, within- ſide of the Wings, are of a dark Cinnamon- 
colour ; the inner Webs of the Quills from their Bottoms, for a good 
way towards their Tips, are alfo tinged of a Cinnamon-colour, other- 
wiſe they are of a dusky Black ; the middle of the Back is of a dirty 
Brown ; the lower Part of the Back, and the Feathers covering the Tail, 
are Aſh-colour ; the middle Feathers of the Tail are Black; the outer 
Feathers Aſh-colour, with black Tips; the Legs and Feet are of a Red- 
colour, ſuch as is common to moſt of the Pigeon-kind; the Claws are 
light Brown: | 

This Dove was preſented to Mr. John Warner, Merchant in Rotherhirh, 

at whoſe Houſe I took a Draught of it. He told me it was brought 
from the Eaft Indies. I ſaw another of theſe Birds, kept ſome time in 
a. Cage at Sir Hans Sloanè s. |

HE Figure of this Bird ſhews it of its natural Bigneſs ; it hath but a ſmall 
Head in proportion to the Body ; the Neck of a middling Length ; the Body 
pretty long; the Tail longer than the whole Body; the Wings of middling Length; 
the Bill is ſtraight, not very thick, a little bent downwards at the Point, of a Horn- 
colour, light about the Noftrils, and a little Riſing, darker towards the Point; the 
Iris of the Eye is of a dark Colour; from the Corner of the Bill to the Eye, is drawn 
a white Line, which incircleth the Eye ; the Fore-part of the Head, above and beneath 
the Bill, is of a yellowiſh or Clay-colour, the hinder Part is of a Pigeon Blue, pretty 
light; theſe Colours loſe themſelves in each other, where they unite; where theſe 
two Colours meet on the Sides of the Head, juſt under the Ear-holes, are ſituate on each 
Side a round black Spot of the bigneſs of a Tart; the Fore-part of the Neck and 
Breaſt are of a bluſh or Bloſſom- colour, more intenſe above, changing gradually to- 
wards the Belly into a Clay-colour ; the lower Part of the Belly, Thighs, and Coverts 
under the Tail, being Clay- colour, with a little mixture of Cinerious ; the upper Side 
of the Neck, Back, and upper Side of the Wings, is of a dark, dirty Brown, the 
Quills being darker than the Covert-ſeathers, though the Edges of the Webs of the 
Quill-feathers are a little lighter colour'd than the reſt of the Wing; the Scapular-feathe1s 
between the Back and Wing, as alſo ſome of the Quills and Coverts next the Back; 
are marked at their Ends with oval black Spots of different Magnitudes, about 10 or 
12 in Number on each Side; the Rump, and Feathers covering the Tail, are more in- 
clining to Aſh-colour than the Back and Wings; the middle Feathers of the Tail are 
very long and black, the ſide Feathers gradually grow ſhorter, ſo that the outer-moſt 
on each Side, little exceed half the Length of the middlemoſt ; the outer Feathers are 
of a bluiſh or Aſh-colour, having Bars of Black near their Tips, the Tips themſelves 
being White ; the Legs and Feet Red, as in others Doves; it hath four Toes ſtanding 
after the uſual Manner; the Claws are Brown. What is moſt ſingular in this Bird, is 
the Length of the Tail, which is ſhap'd like a Magpye's, no Bird of the Dove or 
Pigeon-kind, that IJ have met with, having the like, This Bird hardly differs at all 
from ſome others in the Weſt Indies, fave in the Tail, 
I drew this Bird at Mr. John Warner's of Rotherbith ; who had it of a Perſon that 
brought it from the Veſt Indies

HIS Bird for Shape, agrees with moſt of the Dove-kind ; for 
| Magnitude it is one of the ſmaller Sort, being of the bigneſs 
of the Draught, or if any Difference, tis rather leſs; the Tail of a 
pretty good Length, in Proportion to the Body, the Feathers being of 
equal Length ; the Bill is ſhapd as in other Doves, of a light Horn- 
colour; from the Noſtril to the Eye, and round the Eye, is a narrow 
white Stroke ; the Iris of the Eye, Blue-grey; the Forehead, round the 
Eyes, Cheeks, and under the Bill, are light Blue ; the Crown, and hinder 
Part of the Head, are Red or Ruſſet; the Fore-part of the Neck, 
Breaſt, Belly and Thighs, are of a faded Roſe or Bloſſom- colour; the 
Feathers under the Tail, White ; the Sides of the Neck, and Sides of 
the Body under the Wings, which partly appear when the Wings are 
cloſed, are of a bluiſh Colour, thick ſet with very fine tranſverſe Lines 
of a darker Blue or Black; the upper Side of the Neck, Back, Wings 
and Tail, are of a dirty, browniſh Ath-colour ; the hinder Part of the 
Neck, Back, and Covert-feathers of the Wings, are mark'd at little 
Diſtances with very diſtin& tranſverſe Lines of Black, which are con- 
tinued from Wing to Wing acroſs the Back, with little Breaks or Inter-

I took this Draught from the Bird alive, at Sir Charles Wager's Houſe

Suppoſe the above Name may be the Indian Name of this Bird, in the Country 
from whence it is brought. I take it to be near of Kin to the Jacdaw ; the 
Greater, for Bigneſs, equals a Zackdaw or Magpye, the Leſſer hardly exceeds a Black- 
Bird, ſo that the one is at leaſt twice as big as the other; they have middling ſiz d 
Heads, pretty plump round Bodies, and ſhort Tails; the Legs of a middling Length; 
the Bill is pretty thick at the Baſis, from upper to under Side, but ſomething com- 
reſſed Sideways, of a red Colour towards the Head, and a yellow Point in the leſſer 
Bird, and all over Yellow in the Greater; the Bill ends in a Point not very ſuddenly or 
ſharp; the Feathers on each Side point into the Bill as far as the Noſtrils ; the Eyes are 
Hazel-colour'd in both; in the hinder-part of the Head in both, are two little Flaps 
of yellow Skin in the form of Creſcents with the Points upwards, one Corner of each 
being behind the Eyes, the other Corners uniting in the hinder-part of the Head ; under 
the Eyes are other yellow bare Spots of Skin, which are joined to the before-mention'd, 
in a manner not eaſy to expreſs ; but by the * * I have been more full in this Par- 
ticular, becauſe Mr. Albin has publiſhed this Bird, and falſly deſerib'd theſe Marks, 
v hich are the CharaQteriſticks, both in his Figure and Deſcription. I have had oppor- 
tunity to examine ſeveral of theſe Birds, tho' they are very rare: The Head, Neck, 
whole Body, Wings and Tail, are cover'd with black Feathers of a great Luſtre, 
ſhining in different Lights with blue, green and purple Gloſſes; the Feathers on the 
hinder-part of the Head, that are encompaſs'd by the bare Flaps of Skin, reſemble 
Hairs or Velvet for their Fineneſs ; the Bottoms of ſame of the firſt of the Quills are 
white, which form a white Spot in the middle of the Wing; the Legs and Feet are 
of a yellow Colour inclining to Orange in the leſſer Bird, more Yellow in the Greater; 
the Claws light Brown ; the Number and Poſition of the Toes, as in the Figure. 

The leſſer Bird I faw at a Dealer's in curious Birds, in W/hite- Hart Tard in the Strand, 
London. The Greater, belong'd to the late Dr. George Wharton, Treaſurer of the 
College of Phyſicians, London, who employ'd me to draw it for his Lady, and gave me 
leave to take a Draught for myſelf. After it died, I open'd it and ſet up the Skin: I 
found it to be a Hen Bird. Whether theſe two Birds, ſo unequal in Size, tho' ſo exact 
in Likeneſs, be Male and Female of the ſame Species, I leaye to the Judgment of the 
Curious. I find in Millonghby a very brief Account of a Bird, which I take to be 
this, it is Bontins's Indian Stare, P. 196. Tab. 38. For Whiſtling, Singing and Talking, 
it is accounted in the firſt Rank, expreſſing Words with an Accent nearer. Human than 
Parrots or any other Birds uſually taught to talk. They axe ſaid to come from the 


Iſland Borneo, and tis likely they came from thence and the adjacent Parts. They are 


brought to us by the India Company's Ships. See Mr. Albin's Figure, in his Hiftory 
of Birds, Vol. 2. Plate 38. |

This Bird is deſcrib'd by Millbugbby, P. 191. but there being no 
good Figure of it, I thought it might be acceptable to the Curious. 
They are fam'd for the Sweetneſs of their Singing. My Deſcription 


differs a little from that in Willougbby; but I always chooſe to deſcribe 


from Nature itſelf, before I conſult the Deſcriptions of others. The Hen 
is defcrib'd, together with the Cock, in the above Page of Willougbby. 
E drew and deſcrib'd this from the live Bird at Sir Charles Yager's. 
They are ſaid to be found in the-mountainous Parts of Traly, and 
breed in Rocks and old ruin'd Towers; but I have reaſon to believe 
they are ſcatter'd all over Europe, eſpecially in the Southern Parts, ſince 


J have ſeen ſome of them that were ſhot at Gibraltar, and ſent dry d.

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The CHINESE STARLING or BLACK-BIRD. 


HIS Bird is call'd by our Sailors, who bring it from China, a 
Martin; but it being not of Kin to that Genus, I have taken 
the Liberty to change its Name, it being nearer of Kin to the Starling, 
than to any other European Bird; tho' it comes nearer to the Minor be- 
fore deſcrib'd, and is about the Bigneſs of the leſſer Sort of Minor; 
the Bill is pretty thick towards the Head, ſtraight, grows gradually more 
lender, and ends in a Point, of a yellow Colour; yet the lower Man- 
dible, towards the Head, inclines more to Red; the Noſtrils are low on 
each Side, pretty near the Slit of the Mouth ; the Eye is of a fine Gold 
or Orange-colour ; it hath on the Forehead, juſt at the Baſis of the Bill, 
a remarkable Tuft of Feathers, which it can, erect at Pleaſure in form 
of a Creſt ; the Crown of the Head is flat ; the Head, Neck, whole 
Body, Wings and Tail, are of a black Colour, not gloſſy and ſhining 
with ſplendid Colours, as in the Minor, nor quite ſo dark as our common 
Black-Bird, but ſeems to incline a little to a dirty Blue; the Bottoms of 
ſome of the firſt Quills, next the Belly, are White, which form a white 
Spot in each Wing; tho the Tail is Black, yet the ſide Feathers - are 
tip'd with White; the Legs and Feet are of a dull Yellow; the Claws 
of a light Colour. | 
This Bird being newly dead, the Iris of the Eye retaining its Luſtre, 
was given to me by a Gentleman who brought it from China. I have 
fince ſeen ſome. of them alive in Bird-Merchants Hands, from whom 1 
drew out Lines to improve my firſt Draught. They are brought to us 
with much Difficulty, many dying for one that eſcapes in the Voyage. 
They take to Whiſtling and Talking pretty well. This Plate repreſents 
the natural Bigneſs of the Bird. We ſee it frequently drawn in Pictures 
brought to us from China; but no Natural Hiſtorian, that I know. of, 
hath given us any Draught or Deſcription of it.

I take this Bird to be a Cock, becauſe Milloughbys Deſcription, P. 194. 
tranſlated from Aldrovandus, ſays the Hen hath not ſo bright a Black as 
the Cock; it is ſaid to frequent Dung-heaps. Yilhbughby's Deſcription 
ſeems to be too brief, therefore I chooſe ſtrictly to deſcribe this Bird from 
Nature, having the Advantage of ſeeing it, which Mr. Willoughbby had 
not: But whoever will take the trouble to compare this Deſcription with 
that of A/drovandus, I believe will agree with me that this muſt be the 
ſame Bird he has deſcrib'd. You may ſee this Bird very perfect, curiouſly 
ſtuffed and ſet on a Perch at Salter's Coffee-houſe in Chelſea, where I had 
Liberty to draw it. Tho this Bird is not a Native of England, yet it was 
ſhot at Vorwood, near London; for it often happens that Birds, not 
Natives of our Iſland, are, through Storms or other accidental Cauſes 
unknown to us, brought over hither. The Upupa or Hoopoe, being alſo

HERE is no Genus of European Birds to which I can liken this Bird: It is 7 

pretty big-headed, round-body'd, ſhort-tail'd and leg'd ; it hath the Feet form'd 8 
directly as in the King-fiſter, and wanteth only a long Bill to make it a perfect King- 
fiſher. I believe by its Feet and ſhort Legs, it is of that Tribe, and may perhaps live 
and feed on Inſects in Cane Swamps, as the King-fi/her does on Fiſh, on the Borders of 
Rivers; but this is Conjecture. This Figure ſhews the Bird of its natural Size. I 
have ſeen Dutch Drawings of theſe Birds, entitled, Manakins, which is a Name the 
Hollanders give to ſome European Birds alſo; it hath a ſhort Bill, not thick or very 
ſlender, but ſhap'd lig ig. of 7:7-mice, of a white Colour; the Crown, hinder 
Part of the Head an der the Eyes, are of a bright Orange or Golden-colour ; 
the Throat, whole My, Wings and Tail, are Black, yet ſhining with a blue or 
purpliſh Gloſs when expoſed to a good Light; the Feathers covering each Knee are of 
an Orange-colour ; the Legs very ſhort; the "Foes as in Kmg-fifhers, with ſmall Claws; 
the Legs,' Feet, and. Claws, are all of a Fleſh-colour. 

Theſe two curious Birds, above deſcrib'd, were lent me by his Grace the Duke of 
Richmond. They are neatly ſet up, with many others, in Glaſs-Caſes : they were ſent 
to the Duke from Holland, who told me they came from Surinam, a Dutch Settlement 
on the Continent of South America, which lies in a very warm Latitude. I have 
called it a Tit-mouſe, becauſe it hath a Bill like that Tribe of Birds, and is of the ſame 

- Size; but I do not think it a Species belonging to that Genus. I have ſeen Drawings 
of both theſe Birds in the Collections of the Curious; but no Figures of them haye been 
publiſh'd with Deſcriptions, that I know of.

HIS Plate ſhews the Bird of the bigneſs of Life; it is of that 
Tribe which Willougbby has call'd Slender-bill d Birds, whoſe 
T = are all of one Colour, of which Number is the Nightingale, Robin 
Red breaſt, Redftart, and many other Engliſh Small Birds; it hath a 
ſlender tharp-pointed Bill, of a middling Length, of a dark Lead- 
colour ; the Head, Neck, Breaſt, Wings, Tail, and upper Part of the 
Back, are of a purpliſh blue C olour, partly very bright, partly obſcure ; 
the Sides of the Head, the Breaft, and the Coverts of the Wings, are 
the brighter Parts ; the upper Part of the Neck and Back, of a dull 
dirty Blue, partaking a little of Green ; from the under Part of the Bill, 
a little way down the Throat, is of a dirty Blue or dark Colour; the 
Quills and Tail-feathers are of a black or dusky Colour, the Edges of 
the Feathers being Blue ; the lower Part of the Back is of a light Colour, 
with a faint Mixture of Roſe ; the Covert-feathers of the Tail of a fine 
blue purple Colour ; the Thit ghs, lower Belly, and Coverts under the 
Tail, are of a dirty rediſh —— ; the Legs, Feet, and Claws, 
of a dark Lead-colour.

HIS is of the Number of very beautiful Birds; it is here figur d 
of the bigneſs of Life: I take it rather to be of the thick and 
hard-bill'd Kind, than of ſlender-bill'd Birds, who live moſtly on Inſects, 
yet the Bill is not ſo big in Proportion as in moſt ſmall Birds, call'd Hard- 
bill d Birds; but many American Birds differ ſo much in little Circum- 
ſtances, that one cannot eaſily conclude what European Birds to range 
them with : The Bill is of a light browniſh or Horn-colour ; its Shape is 
very well expreſs'd in the Figure; the Head is of a red Colour, not bright 
Scarlet, but ſomething dull, and inclining to a high-colour'd Orange; 
round the Neck is a yellow Ring, which points upwards a little under the 
Bill ; the Neck, Back, Wings and Tail, are of a fine Parrot-green; the 
greater Quills towards their Pips, are dusky ; on the upper Part of the 
Wing near the Joint or Bend, is a roundiſh yellow Spot, near half an 
Inch in Breadth; the Breaſt and Belly, as low as the Thighs, are of a 
pleaſant light blue Colour; the upper Part of the Thighs, lower Belly, 
and under the Tail, are Green; part of the Thighs next the Legs are 
Yellow ; the Legs, Feet, and Claws, of a light brown Colour. 
This Bird is in the Duke of Richmond's Cabinet; it came from Suri- 
nam. Where my Subjects have been Birds out of Spirits, or otherwiſe 
preſerv'd, I have made no mention of the Colour of their Eyes, not 
knowing what Colour they have been of ; though a Brother Author that 
has lately publiſhed ſome hundreds of Birds, was not pleaſed to do ſo, for he 
has given Irides of very beautiful and ſhining Colours, both in-Deſcrip- 
tion and Colouring, to many Birds which he never ſaw alive, or newly 
dead, or any Perſon who could inform him. Mr. Dandridge in More- 
fields is poſſeſs d of many of the Birds, from which his Deſcriptions were 
taken, who has told me, that he himſelf never knew what Colour the 
Eyes of theſe Birds were of, ſo could not pretend to tell it to an- 
other. I cannot find that the aboye-deſcrib'd Bird has been before taken 
notice of by. any one.

HIS Bird ſeems to be of that Tribe or Family of ſlender-bill'd 
Birds who feed on Inſects: The Print gives its natural Size, or if 
there be any Difference, the Bird is rather bigger than the Figure, if . 
contrary to Cuſtom, may be allow'd to point out my own Miſtakes : 
is ſhap'd like a Redftart ; the Bill is ſharp-pointed, ſlender, of a ns 
Length and dusky Colour ; the whole upper Side, Head, Neck, Back, 
Wings and Tail, are of a fine full blue Colour, except the Ends of the 
oreater Quills, which: are Black with brown Tips ; the whole under Side, 
from the Bill to the Covert-feathers under the Tail, is of a rediſh Co-

ſtand after the uſual manner, are of a brown Colour; it hath dusky 
Claws, 

I had this Bird of Mr. Peter Colinſon, who, I chink, told me it came 
from Bermudas. Mr. Catesby has, in his Hiſtory of Carolina, Vol. 1. 
p. 47. deſcrib'd and figur d a Bird nearly reſembling this, which he 
calls * ply the Blue- Bird; but as this differs ſomething from his Bird, 
I thought it would not be amiſs to figure and deſcribe it under the 
above Name. The only difference between this Bird and his, is, that 
the red Colour in mine was continued quite to the Bill; his was Blue 
on the under Side of the Neck, from the Bill to the beginning of the 
Breaſt, and by his Deſcription mine ſeems to be of a brighter Red on the 
Breaſt, yet I believe them to be the ſame or near of Kin. I ſhould not 
have preſumed to re-publiſh any thing that was directly the ſame with 
what has been publiſhed by Mr. Catesby, becauſe I know myſelf not 
capable to add any Amendments to what he has done. Mr. Catesby has 
call'd his Bird Rubecula Americana, which is a proper Name enough, 
ſince both his Bird and mine are certainly of that Genus, of which the 
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The GREEN BLACK-caP FLY-CATCUHER. 


HIS Bird is figur'd of its natural Bigneſs ; for ſhape of Body it's like a Robin 
Rea-breaft ; the Bill is lender, of a middling Length, bowed downward a very 
little towards the Point, which is ſharp, of a dusky or Horn-colour above, the lower 
Mandible lighter, both a little Yellow next the Head ; the Crown, Sides, and hinder 
Parts of the Head, are cover'd as it were with a Cap of black Feathers, having a Point 
or Corner under each Eye; the Eyes are placed on each Side the Head in the middle of 
the black Part; the Throat, quite to the Bill, and the whole remaining Part of the Bird, 
is of an equal blue-green Colour ; the Quills are ſomething darker than the other Parts, 
eſpecially the greater or outer Quills, which loſe their Greenneſs by degrees, and become 


blackiſh at their Tips; the Legs and Feet, which conform to the uſual Shape, in ſmall 
Birds, are of a dark Lead-colour. 
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The BLUE-HEADED GREEN FLY-CATCHER. 


HIS Bird, in Figure and Magnitude, is equal to the above-deſcrib'd, or if there 
be any Difference on comparing the Birds themſelves, I thought this rather 
the leaſt; the Shape of the Bill is the ſame with the above; it is of a light Aſh-colour 
or White, in the upper Part lighteſt at the Baſe ; the lower Mandible is of a darker 
Aſh-colonr ; the Top and Sides of the Head are of a light Blue-colour ; the Throat, 
Juſt under the Bill, is White, for a ſmall Space; the Neck, whole Body, and Tail, 
are of a very yellowiſh Green; the Wing on the Shoulder, or Part next the Head, 
hath a roundiſh Spot of Blue; the Covert-feathers and Quills, except the Greater, are 
Yellow-green, like the Body ; the greater Quills are of a dark Brown, or black Co- 
_ ; the under Side of the Tail is dusky ; the Legs and Feet of a faint yellow Co- 
ur. | 


Theſe two Birds are preſerved in the Cabinet of his Grace the Duke of Richmond; 


they are Natives of Surinam. They being ſo like in Shape and Colour, I am inclined to 
believe them Male and Female of the ſame Species; but it is hard to determine any 
thing abſolutely, unleſs one had been in the Country, Where they are Natives, and 
made particular Obſervations of them. Theſe Birds may be ranged with ſlender-bill'd 
Small Birds, whoſe Tails are all of one Colour. I believe theſe Birds have not before 
been figur d or deſerib d.

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The little BROWN and WHITE CREEPER 


HIS Bird I have call'd the Creeper, from the Conformity of all its Parts with 
the European Certhia, tho' it is not above half the Bigneſs, nor. hath it the 
beautiful Spots and Marks which our Creeper hath, yet the general Colour, Shape of 
the Body and Bill, are the fame ; it is here repreſented of its natural Bigneſs; the Bill 
is about three-fourths of an Inch long, of a middling Thicknefs at its Bate, bowed 


downwards, ending ina ſharp Point, of a dark brown Colour; the upper Sides of the 


Head, Neck, Back and Wings, are of a brown inclining to Copper-colour ; the whole 
under Side, from Bill to Tail, is White; it hath a Bar of dark Brown, paſſing from 
the Corners of the Mouth to the Eyes; from the Sides of the upper Mandible of the 
Bill paſſes white Lines above the Eyes; on each Side the Covert-feathers, within-ſide 
the Wings are White; the greater Quills are of a darker Brown than the.reft of the 
Body, the Edges of the Feathers being ſomething light ; the Tail is dark Brown or 
Black; the outermoſt Feathers on each Side, having white Tips; the Legs, Feet, and 
Claws, Brown. | : 

Fhis Bird preſery'd in Spirits, was lent me by Dr. Cromwet Mortimer; he brought 
it from Hollaud, and was informed it came from the Xaft Indies. I took it out of the 
Spirits in order to draw it. The Glaſs which contain'd it was titled witha Dutch Name, 
which in Engliſb ſignifies the Honey Thief. I believe this Bird hath not been till now 
either figur'd or deſcrib'd.

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Do not pretend to have any Skill in the Deſcription of Inſects, not having at all 


I ſtudy'd them; nor do I know the Terms by which their Parts are diſtinguiſhed : 


But they being no Part of my Deſign, I have added them only as Decorations to fill up 
ſome void Spaces in the Plates where the Birds were ſmall; ſo that if my Deſcriptions 
are obſcure, I hope the Juſtneſs of the Figures will help to clear them. The Head 
and Body of this, Fly is Black on. the upper Side; the upper Wing moſtly Black, 
having two rediſh Spots near the Body, then a broad, and after it a narrow brown 
Mark; toward the Ends are two Eyes of Blue, ſurrounded with Red, and acroſs each 
End a Mark like Beads of a light Brown; under the greater Eyes of Blue, toward the 
lower Wing, is a Spot of Blue; the lower Wings are blue in the Middle, black at their 
Roots, border'd with.

HIS Bird in Shape is like the common Blact Martin or Swift ; but il Mat 


the Slit of the Mouth deep, reaching under the Eyes; the Neck ſhort, the Wings very 
long, the Tail of a moderate Length. This Plate ſhews the Bird of its natural Bigneſs, 
or rather leſs, if it differs from the Truth, the Bird being dry'd with the Body remain- 


ing in the Skin; the Bill is black, a little hooked at the Point; the upper Side of the 
Head, Neck, Back, Wings, and Tail, are of a dirty brown Colour; the-Back and Rupp 


however, are ſomething lighter, tho*'of the fame brown Colour:; the outer or fir 
Quills are of a darker Brown than the other Parts, which happens in moſt Birds; the 
inſide of the Quills, and , under-fide” of the Tail, are of a fainter. Brown inclining to 
Aſh-colour ; from the Bill, downward, the Throat is white; on the lower Part of the 
Neck it hath a Bar of Brown ſpotted with Black, in form of a Collar; the Breaſt and 
Belly are white; the Thighs, lower Belly, and Covert-ſeathers under the Tail, are of 
a light Brown, or rather dirty White; the Sides of the Breaſt and Belly, near the 
Wings, are mixed a little with brown Marks, the Edges of ſome of the, Feathers being 
Brown; the Legs are ſhort, and cover d with fine downy Feathers. of a light Colour;

I had this Bird of Mr. Catesby, who has obliged me with many new and: curious 
Birds to draw after. It was ſhot on the Rocks of Gibraltar, by a Brother of Mr. 
Catesbys, who reſided ſome time there. Gibraltar being ſo near to Africa, tis pro- 
bable the Birds of Paſſage may paſs in Flocks from Europe to Barbary, and from thence 
to Europe at certain Seaſons. It would be worthy the Obſervation of 0 Gen- 
tlemen who reſide there, to take particular Notice if there be any ſuch Paſſages there, 
and what Birds they are that paſs, and at what Seaſons they go Southward, and at what 
Times they return Northward, which might give ſome Light to the paſſing of Birds, 


which at preſent we know very little of. It is hardly to be thought that Land Birds 


ſhould chooſe wide Seas to pals over, when ſo ſhort a Cut is to be found.

HIS Bird is bigger than the common Redfar: ; it's of the Size 


bere expreſs d; for Shape, like other ſmall Birds of this Kind. I 
have ſeen a Drawing of it from Holland or Germany, which was named 
Blau- leble, which is Blue- thront, and it being ſo near of Kin to the Red- 
Part, 1 have given it the above Name. The Bill is ſtraight, moderately 
long and lender, of a black Colour; the upper- ſide of the Head, Neck, 
Back and Wings, is of a dark dirty Brown, the Edges of the Feathers 
being lighter 3 above the Eye paſſes a Line of dirty Orange-colour ; 
from the Corner of the Mouth under the Eye, paſſes another Line of the 
ſame Colour; beneath this paſſes a narrow Line of faint Blue; the 
Throat, from the Bill downwatd, is white ; on the lower Part of the 
Neck is a Spot of Blue like a Half-moon, the Corners pointing upwards;

H E Figure here gives you the natural Size of the Bird ; it is near 

the Size and Shape of the common Redſtart; the Bill is ſlender, 
ſtraight, of a moderate Length, and dark brown Colour ; the Forehead, 
for a little Space above the Bill, and the Sides of the Head and 'Throat are 
black ; on the fore-part of the Head behind the Black, is a narrow Space 
of White, which extends itſelf backward above the Eyes on each Side ; 
the Top of the Head, Neck, Back, Breaſt and Covert-feathers of the 
Wings, are of a bluiſh Grey or Aſh- colour; the Quill-feathers are a

"THIS is the Baccafigo or Ficedula Tertia of Aldrovand. The Bird is of the 
| Shape and Bigneſs of the uppermoſt Figure in the Plate; the Bill is ſlender, 
ſtraight, and of a black Colour; the Eye is Hazel-colour'd ; on the Forehead, a little 
above the Bill, is a white Spot; the Crown, Sides of the Head, upper-part of the 
Neck and Back, are Black; the Rump and Coverts of the Tail are black and white 
mixed; the whole under-ſide is pure White; the Covert-feathers of the Wings are 
Brown, as are the outermoſt Quills; the inner Quills next the Body, have their exterior 
Webs White, the interior Black; the Tips of the Covert-feathers next above the 
Quills, are White; which, together with the White on the Quills, form a large white 
Spot; the Edges of the outer Quills are of a lighter Brown than the other Parts of 
the Feathers; the middle Part of the Tail is Black, but the outermoſt Feathers on 
each Side have the outer Shafts White, the next Feathers to them are White only to- 
ward their Bottoms ; the Legs, Feet, and Claws, are Black. |

"H,E Bill, Eyes, Legs, Feet, and whole under-fide of the Body, agree with 
that above; the Top of the Head, Neck, Back, Rump, and leſſer Coverts of 
the Wings, are of a dirty greeniſh Brown ; the greater Quills are Brown ; the leſſer, 
or thoſe next the Back, have the outer Webs yellowiſh White, the inner Dusky ; the 
firſtRow of Coverts above the Quills is Black, with white Tips; which, with the 
White in the Quills, make a white Spot in the Wing; the Sides under the Wings, and 
the Covert-feathers within-ſide of the Wings in both Birds are White; the middle 
Feathers of the Tail are Dusky, the outer edg'd with White. I take this to be the 
Hen of the Bird above deſcrib'd ; tho* /loughbys Deſcription mentions the Teſticles, 
which might proceed from this Cauſe, that the Cocks and Hens, in ſome Birds, in their 
Hrſt Feathers differ hardly at all; tho' when they have moulted, there is a great Difference 
as in theſe, the Head and Back in the one is Black, in the other a browniſh Green Olive;

HIS Bird is one of the largeſt of the Kind I have met with, as well as the moſt 
beautiful; it is here fignr'd of its natural Bigneſs: I believe it had loſt one of 
the long Feathers of the Tail, becauſe I never obſerv d any Bird to have an odd or ſingle 
Feather in its Tail, that had not its like or fellow. The Bill of this Bird is long, flender, 
and bowed down toward the Point, of a black Colour; the Head, and upper Part of 
the Neck are Black, with a ſhining Luſtre ; the Throat is of the moſt ene Colour 
one can conceive, being Green ſhining with the Luſtre of poliſh'd Gold; below this 
Green is a black ſemi-lunar Line parting it from the Breaſt, which is of a Roſe-colour; 
the Back and Covert-feathers of the Wings are Red, but more inclining to Orange than 
the Breaſt; the Quills and Row of Coverts next above them, are of a dull Purple- 
colour; the Tail hath two long Feathers in the middle, of the fame Purple with the 
Wings; the-Side-feathers of the Tail are redifh Orange like the Back ; the lower Part 
of the Back, Rump, and Coverts of the Tail, are of a fine Green-colour; the Legs and 
Feet are Black; it hath very ſhort Legs, and four Toes, ſtanding three forward and one 
back ward, asall of this Kind haye. 
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The Little BROWN HUMING-BIR PD. 


His is one of the leaſt of the Huming-Bird Kind I have met with, being no 
bigger than the upper Figure in this Plate repreſents it; the Bill is long, ſlender, 
a little bowed or bent downward; the upper Mandible longer than the nether, of a dar 
or black Colour; the lower Mandible is Fleſh-colour'd toward the Head, black at the 
Point ; the Top of the Head is dirty Brown, ſpotted with bright Brown ; the Throat, 
Sides of the Head, all round the Neck, Breaft and Belly, arc of a bright Bay or dirty 
Orange-colour; under the Eye is a ſtroke of dark Brown or Black, and ſome dark Spots 


in the middle of the Breaft ; the Back, and upper Part of the Wings, are of a dirty 


brown Colour, intermixed with brighter yellowiſh Brown; the Quills and Tail-feathers, 
(except the middle Feathers, which are brown) are of a dirty Purple-colour; the Legs, 


Feet, and Claws, black.

Luſtre mixed in its Feathers. Theſe Birds are preſerved in the Cabinet of his Grace the 
Duke of Richmond.

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The LONG-TAIL'D GREEN HUMING B1kDp. 


HE Figure of this Bird is of the natural Bigneſs; it hath a very 
long and broad Tail, in proportion to the Body, the Feathers 
being very firm and Riff, not eaſily put in Diſorder ; the Bill is ſlender, 
ſtraight, pretty long, and of a black Colour; the Crown of the Head 
is Blue, or elſe the Bird is moſtly Green ; the Quills are of a dirty 
purpliſh Colour, except three Green ones next the Body ; the Co- 
verts of the Wings are Green ; the lower Belly, and Coverts under the 
Tail, are White, the Thighs dusky ; the Tail-feathers are of the moſt 
ſhining Beauty that can be imagined, appearing ſometimes of a ſhining 
Blue-colour, and upon a little turn will change Greeniſh, then again 
into a Colour mixed with a bright golden Splendor ; the Feathers, all 
over the Body, have ſomething of a ſhining golden Luſtre, but nothing 
in compariſon with the Beauty of the Tail ; the Legs, Feet, and Claws, 
are black. 
This Bird was brought from Jamaica by Capt. Chandler at Stepney, 
of whom I procur'd leave to take a Drawing of it. 
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HE upper Side of this Buzter-Fly is black, having in the upper 
Wings two white Spots in each; the lower Wings have each one 
large white Spot, and a ſmall round red Spot, beſides little faint white 
Marks between the Scolops of the Wings; the under Side of the Body 
is white; the lower Wings have each a large roundiſh white Spot, bor- 
der'd on the upper Sides with Red; the Extremes of the Wings of a dirty 
Colour, ſpotted with Purple; within theſe purple Spots is a Bar of Black, 
with a Row of ſcarlet Spots in it ; the upper Wings have three white 
Spots, that neareſt the Body border'd with a bent Bar of Red, the Spaces 
between the white Spots, Black, the Extremity of the Wing dusky, 
with purple Spots, and within them ſcarlet Spots on Black. 
I was told by Mr. William Goupey, who lent me this Fly, that it 
came from the Eaft Indies; but he could not tell from what particular

The LoONG-TAILD BLAK-cAP HUMING BIRD. 


HIS Bird is engraved of its natural Bigneſs ; it hath a longer Tail than the laſt 
deſcribed; the two long Feathers being of a looſe, ſoft Texture, eaſily ruffled 
and flowing with the leaſt Breath of Air; what is remarkable in the Tail is, that theſe 
two fine Feathers are the outermoſt but one on each Side, having a leſſer ſtiff Feather 
under.them, as well as aboye, the better to ſupport them, which is ſingular. So far as 


my Obſervation reaches, all Birds, whoſe Tail-feathers differ in Length, haye either the 


two middlemoſt or the two outermoſt the longeſt, as in the Swallow and Magpye; the 
Bill is thicker at the Baſis than in moſt of this Kind, pretty long, ending in a Point, a 
little bowed downward, of a yellow Colour, with a black Point; the Crown of the 
Head, and beginning of the Neck behind, is of a black Colour, with ſomething of a 
bluiſh Gloſs; the Throat, Breaſt, and Belly, are cover'd with Green Feathers, inclining 
to Blue, of a firm Subſtance, lying cloſe and regular dike the Scales of Fiſhes, and of 
ſo fine a Surface, that they refle& the Light as doth burniſhed Gold ; the Feathers on 
the Back are of a looſer Make, of a yellower Green, not having the bright Luſtre of 
the Breaſt; the Wings are of a browniſh Purple, having, in ſome Lights, a brighter 
bluiſh purple Caſt; the Ridge of the Wing from the Shoulder, a good way down, is 
white ; the Tail is black or dusky, the Feathers increaſing in Length from the middle- 
moſt to the outermoſt ſave one, which is about five Times longer than any of the reſt ; 
the Legs, Feet, and Claws, are black. | | 
Mr. F. Colinſon obliged me with a Sight of this Bird. I ſaw another that came with 
it, in the Repoſitory of the Royal Society, which differ'd only a little in Size from this. 
They were brought from Jamaica. I never could find above ten Feathers in the Tail 
of any Bird of this Genus. 
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The dusky and yellow Swallow-taild BUTTER-FLyY. 


HIS Fly was given me by Dr. R. M. Maſſey, who told me he had it from 

Maryland. The Ground of the Body and Wings are of a dirty dark Brown, 
barred and ſpotted (as the Print will dire& better than the Deſcription) with Yellow, 
or rather Brimſtone-colour ; all the Spots and Marks on the whole Fy being yellowiſh, 
except two Half-moon-like Spots neareſt the Point of the Tail, which are bright Red.

per and lower Mandibles a little bending towards each other, of a black Colour; the 
whole Head and Neck, aboye and beneath, of a fine Blue; the Back, Rump, and 
lefler Covert-feathers of the Wings of a fine Green; at the bottom of the Neck be- 
hind, is a white Mark, in the form of a Creſcent, the Horns pointing upwards ; the 
Belly is white; the Wings are Copper-colour, inclining to Purple; the middle Feathers 
of the Tail are Green, the fide Feathers White, and ſomething longer than the middle 
Feathers; the Legs and Feet of a dark or blackiſh Colour ; the Colours in this Bird, 
as in moſt of this Kind, ſeem to be mixed with fine golden Threads, which make the 
whole Bird appear very ſplendid, when expoſed to the Sun-beams.

S this Bird was brought over with the other, and they agreeing in Shape, Size, 

Form of the Bill and Feet, I have conjeQtur'd they may be Male and Female; 
but I leave that to the Determination of the Curious, or future Diſcovery ; the Bill is 
altogether like that above deſcribed ; the whole Head and Neck Green ; the Breaſt 
and upper Part of the Back, Blue; the Thighs and lower Belly of a dirty brown 
Colour; the lefler Covert-feathers of the Wings, the lower Part of the Back and 
Rump Green; but the Rump is of an orient Caſt, ſhining with a golden Gloſs, as do 
the Colours on the Throat and Breaſt ; the Quills and firſt Row of Coverts, are of a 


dirty Copper-colour, a little inclining to Purple, the Tail of the ſame purpliſh Colour, 
the Legs and Feet, Black. 


Theſe Birds came together from Surinam, and are both preſeryed in the Cabinet of 
his Grace the Duke of Richmond.

H ESE Birds are figur d of their natural Size; they are of the larger Sort of 

Huming Birds; the Bills in both are long, ſlender, and a little bent downward, 
not very ſharp- pointed, of a black Colour; the Head, Neck, Rack, and leſſer Coverts 
of the Wings, in the upper Bird, are of a bluiſh Green- colour; the ſcapular Feathers, 
or thoſe between the Back and Wings, have ſomething of Red mixed with the Green; 
the Breaſt and Covert-feathers of the Tail, both above and beneath, are Blue; the 
middle of the Belly is Black, which part is cover'd by the Wing in the Poſture it is 
drawn ; behind the black Part of the Belly is a white Mark acroſs the Vent; the 
Quill-teathers, and the Row of Coverts next above them, are of a dirty purpliſh Co- 
lour in both Birds, as they are in moſt of this Kind ; the Tails in both Birds are Black: 
above, and Blue beneath; the Legs and Feet alſo in both are Black.

HE ſecond Bird, which T believe to be the Hen of the above deſcrib'd, differs 
from that in the Colour of the Green, on the Head, Neck, and Coverts of the 
Wing, which are of a much yellower Green; the Top of the Head, upper Part of the 
Neck and Back, being intermixed with a red Colour; it wants the white Bar acroſs the 
lower Belly or Vent; in all other Particulars the above Deſcription will anſwer to this. 
The firſt Bird was lent me by James Theobald, Eſq; the other by Taylor White, Eſq; 
From what particular Part they came, I could not be informed ; but we know that 
America only produces theſe Birds, and chiefly between the Tropicks, they being rarely 
met with far without the Tropicks, and not at all in Winter, Near the EquinoQiial 
they continue all the Year, as I have been informed. 
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HIS Fly is Yellow, ſpotted with Black; the Eyes are rediſh; the Wings are 
tranſparent ; the greater Wings a little thick toward their ſetting on, and of a 
browner 3 which parts are diſtinguiſned by croſs Hatching between the Veins 
of the Wings; there are two dark Spots in the Ends of each of the larger Wings; the 
leſſer Wings are of an equal Clearneſs without Spots. 
This I came from Ambonia, and was lent me by Mr. Dandridge. I need not men- 


tion the Size of the Inſects here ſigur'd/ becauſe they will all be juſt of the natural Size, 
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The Cres TED HuUMING BIRD. 


HIS Bird, with its Neft, is repreſented of its natural Bigneſs ; the Bill is Tender, 
ſharp-pointed, and not ſo long as in moſt of this Kind, of a black Colour, and 
very little bowed-downward ; the Top of the Head, from the Bill to the hinder Part, 
which ends in a Creſt, is firſt Green, and toward the hinder Part, dark Blue; both theſe 
Colours ſhine with a Luſtre far excceding the brighteſt poliſh'd Metals, the green Part 
eſpecially, which is the lighteſt. in ſome Lights, changes from Green to Gold-colour, 
ſo beautiful as not to be expreſſed by Colours, or hardly conceiv'd in the Abſence of 
the Object; the Feathers of the upper Part of the Body and Wings are dark Green, 
intermixed e colour, juſt beneath the Bill is a Spot of dirty White; the Breaſt 
and Belly are of Hark, dirty, griſled or mixed Gray- colour; the Quills are of a Purple- 
colour, the Tail is of a bluiſh Black, ſomething gloſſy on the upper Side, the under 
Side more gloſſy than the upper, which is not common; the Legs and Feet are very 
ſmall, and black of Colour. The Neſt is compos'd of a very fine ſoft cotton or ſilky 
_ Subſtance, I could not tell which; there is in it a Mixture of two Sorts, the one Red, 
the other of a yellowiſh White; it is hung between two little Twigs, as expreſs'd. 
The young Leaves and Rudiments of the Fruit were on the Branch, which by Com- 

riſon with the Deſcription, ſeems to be the Sweet Sop-tree. Sloan's Natural Hiſtory of 
— Vol. 2. Page 168. Tab. 227. The Fruit, when Ripe, is of the Bigneſs of a 
Turkey's Egg. | 

Mr. John Warner obliged me with a Sight of this Bird and Neſt. He had it of a 
Captain who brought it from the Veſt Indies.

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THESE Fles, which I take to be Male and Female, were brought from China ; 

the Bodies in both are Brown; the Wings in the firſt T are border'd all round 
with Black ; the upper Wings have each one large irregular Spot of Orange-colour, and 
a few ſmall ones at their Extremities; the lower Wings have alſo a pretty large Spot of 
Orange-colour in each Wing, and near the Body a large Spot of Blue, encompaſs'd with 
Black, which appears partly cover'd by the upper Wings; beſide thete, there are two 
Half-moon-like Spots, and fome dirty Marks of Orange-colour in the Black round their 
Borders. In the ſecond Fly, the Wings are border'd with dirty Brown or Black; the 
middle Parts of both upper and under Wings are of a faint Yellow-colour ; there are 
blue Spots ſurrounded with Black near the Body, in the lower Wings; in cach Wing, 
both upper and under, are two Eyes, whoſe Middles are Blue, circled round with Black; 
the three little tranſverſe Bars which border on the outer Part of the outer Wings are 
very Black; the lower Wings are border'd with two Rows of brown Scolops.

HES E Birds, which I am pretty well aſſured are Cock and Hen, together with 
the Neſt and Eggs, are repreſented of their natural Size; the firſt or Cock - bird 
has already been very well done by Mr. Catesby, in his Hiſtory of Carolina, yet I did 
not care to leave him out of this Plate, ſince J have the Hen, Neſt and Eggs; the Bills 
are long, ſlender, ſtraight, and of a black Colour in both; the upper Part of the Head, 
Neck, Back, and leſſer Coverts of the Wings in both, are of a fine filKy-looking dar l 
Green; Which ſeems to be intermixed with very fine golden Threads; the prime Fea- 
thers in the Wings of both are of a dirty Purple-colour, as they are in all or moſt 
Huming Birds ; in the Cock the Tail is Purple, except the middle Eggfhers, which are 
Green; the middle of the Belly and Covert- feathers under the Tail ar@& White, the Sides 
under the Wings Green, like the Back; but what chiefly (diſtinguiſhes the Cock from 
the Hen, is a moſt beautiful ſhining Scarlet- colour under the Chin, which reaches to the 
Breaft, changing its Colour in different Poſitions to the Light, ſometimes into a deep 
Sable-colour, then again to the Colour of ſhining Gold; the Featherggin this red Part 
are firm and regularly placed, like the Scales of Fiſh ; the Hen differ from the Cock, 
in that her whole under Side is white from Bill to Tail, and the Purple Feathers of her 
Tail are tip'd with White, the middle Feathers being Green; the Legs and Feet in both, 
are very ſmall and of a black Colour; the Neſt, whi was faſtened on the upper Side 
of a Branch, was compos'd of a woolly Subſtance and Moſs, the inſide being Wooll or 
ſome ſoft Subſtance, of a light yellowiſh Brown Colour; the outſide is cover'd with 
Moſs very firmly and cloſely laid together, which is not eaſily ruffled with flight 
handling ; the Eggs are ſmall and white, ſeeming to be no ſharper at one End than the 
other, as is common to moſt Eggs. 

Mr. Peter Colinſon, F. R. S. oblig'd me with a Sight of this curious Pair of Birds and 
Neſt. They are found in Carolina, and as far North as New England in the Summer 
Seaſon, but retire Southward, or diſappear in Winter. I have been informed that no 
Bird of this Genus, except this one, ever viſits the Eugliſßh Colonies in North America. 
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HIS Fly is of a black or dark Sable-colour, having a pretty large ſcarlet Spot 

acroſs each of the upper Wings, beſide ſome Streaks of the ſame Colour near the 

Body; the lower Wings have each four little round red Spots near the Body. I know 
not from what Part this T came. I had it of Mr. J/illiam Gonpey. 
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The RED BIRD from Surinam. 


IT is of the Size here figur'd, and of the Tribe or Family of that I have deſcrib'd 
under the Name of the Go/den-headed Black Tit-mouſe ; the Feet in both agreeing 

with the King-fifber's; the Bill is of a middling Length and Thickneſs, not lender as in 
Larks, nor thick at its Baſis, as in the. Finch-kind, the Top of it a little arched, of a 
dirty red Colour, the Corners ↄf the Month deep cleft ; the Eyes are placed juſt over 
the Slits of the Mouth ; the Top of the Head, lower Part of the Belly, 'Thighs, Rump, 
Tail and its Covert-ſeathets, are of a beautiful Red or Scarlet-colour; the Sides of the 
Head, Neck, Breaſt, Back, and Wings, are of a dull dirty Red-colour, very dark all 
round the bright Red on the Crown, lighter on the Sides of the Head and Breaſt, the 
Red on the hinder Part of the Neck and Back is very dark, almoſt dusky ; the Reds 
vary in Shades alſo in the Wings, the Tips of the Coverts being darkiſh, and the Quills 
toward their Tips gradually becoming almoſt Black, the Tail-feathers at their Tips are 
Black for abbut half an Inch in Breadth; the Legs, Feety and Claws, are of a dirty 
yellow Colour ; the hinder Part of the Legs have ſmall Feathers'or Hairs down to the 
Feet. | 
This Bird is in the Duke of Richmond's Cabinet. By the Make of its Feet, I take 
it to be a Bird frequenting watery Places: At firſt Sightait ſeems not unlike the Cardinal 
Creſted Red Groſs-beck, or as we call it, the Virginia Nightingale, tho' it differs very 
much from that in the Bigneſs and Shape of the Bill, which in that is Finch-like, and 
of a very large Size in Proportion; the Bill in this is rather ſmall than large; this wants 
the Creff, tho? I believe it can raiſe the Feathers on the Crown, they being pretty long 
and looſe, that hath a manifeſt Creſt, which appears hanging backward when not erected ; 
for Magnitude, they are pretty equal. I could name this Bird only from its Colour and 
Country, not kmowing what Genus of European Birds to range it with. Were it not 
for the Structure of the Feet, this Bird might be ranged with the Garrulus Bohemicus, 
or 6ilk-tail, it being much of the ſame Bigneſs and Make of Body, and the Bill very 
like it. This Bird being ſomething doubtful as to its Genus, I have ſaid the mare con- 
cerning it, that the Learned and Curious may hereafter be able to fix- it more 


certainly.

The GOWRY BIRD. 


H1S Bird is of the Groos-beck or Finch-kind, of the Size here re- 
| preſented. Albin has figur d a Bird ſomething like this, and 
makes it the Hen of another Bird he has placed it with ; he calls it a 
Chineſe Sparrow in his Hiftory of Birds, Vol. 2. Tab. 53. I do not think 
it the Hen of the Bird he has figur d with it. J have ſeen ſeveral of theſe 
Birds at Dr. Monroe's, and at other Gentlemen's Houſes, and J find they 
vary pretty much, as do the little Indian Birds call'd Amadebats : So that 
every Bird would require a ſeparate Deſcription. The Bird here under- 
deſcrib'd, was one of the fineſt I have met with; the Bill is of the Shape 
and Bigneſs of our Green-Finch's Bill, of a Lead-colour, yet the Bird 
exceedeth not half the Size of the Green-Finch ; the Eyes arę of a dark 
Hazel-colour ; the Head, Neck, beginning of the Breaſt, Back, Wings, 
and Tail, are of a dark rediſh Brown; the fore Part of the Neck hath 
ſomething of a purpliſh Caſt, the greater Quills are of a dirtier Brown 
than the reſt of the Wing, the Rump is of a lighter greeniſh Brown; 
the Breaſt; quite acroſs, and the Belly on the Sides, is black, thickly 


| ſprinkled with ſmall round white Spots, of the Size of Rape- ſeed, ſome 


a little bigger, others a little leſs ; the middle of the Belly, Thighs, lower 
Belly, and Covert-feathers under the Tail, are light Brown, or dirty 
White; the Legs and Feet are of a bluiſh or Lead-colour, ſhaped as in 
other ſmall Birds. * * 

Charles du Bois, Eſq; Treaſurer to the India Company, invited me 
to his Houſe to draw this Bird. He told me it came from the Ea/t Indies, 
and was called a Gowry or Coury Bird, they being fold for a ſmall Shell 


apiece, call'd a Gowry ; fo that I believe it doth not come from China,

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HE Beetle is of its natural Size, and all over of a bright ſhining 
browniſh Black; it came from the Eaſ Indies, and was given 

me by my gocd Friend Mr. Pope, of Ratcliff, a Gentleman well known * 
tor many curious and uſeful Inventions, particularly for Marbling Paper 
with a Margent, to prevent Frauds in the publick Offices; for the ſole 
doing of which, his Majeſty has given him Licence under his Broad Seal. 
I am oblig'd to this Gentleman for many curious Things. 
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The Cock PA D DA ov RIicEe-BIrRk D. 


HIS Bird is figur'd of its natural Bigneſs ; it is about the Size of a 
Green-Finch, or rather bigger ; it hath a very thick Bill for the 
bigneſs of the Bird, ending in a Point, of a fine red Colour above and 
beneath in the thick Part toward the Head, the Point for a little Space 
is White; the Eye is of a dark Colour; the-Eyelids or Border of Skin 
round the Eye is of a bright Red ; the Head is Black, except a white 
Spot on each Cheek, of the Shape of a Kidney-bean ; the Neck, Breaſt, 
Back, and Covert-feathers of the Wings are of a fine bluiſh Aſh-colour, 
the Rump of a lighter Aſh-colour than the Back; the Aſh-colour on the 
Breaſt changes gradually toward the Belly, into a faint Roſe or Bloſſom- 
colour; beyond this Colour the lower Belly and Covert-feathers under 
the Tail, are dirty White; the greater Quill-feathers, and the whole 
Tail, are of a black Colour; the Legs and Feet of a faint Red, the 
Claws of a dirty White-colour. Tho' this Bird has but little gay Co- 
louring in it, yet is it a Bird of much Beauty, the Feathers all over, ex- 
cept the Wings, appear to have a fine ſoft Bloom on them, like that on 
Plumbs, and fall on one another in ſuch Order that no Feather can be 
diſtinguiſhed, but the whole appears with a Surface ſmooth and even. I 
ſaw one of theſe Birds alive at Sir Hans Sloane s: They came from China. 
As there are Figures join'd with all theſe Deſcriptions, in which great 
Care has been taken juſtly to expreſs the extreme Parts, ſuch as the Bills 
and Feet, and other Parts which diſtinguiſh the Genus or Species of the 
different Birds, I thought it not proper to trouble the Reader with long 
and perplexed Deſcriptions of thoſe Parts, fince he can, by caſting his 
Eye on the Figure, convey to his Senſe a much perfecter Idea, than a 
laborious and juſt Deſcription in Words could give. 
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The Hen PADDA or RicEe-BirD. 


H 18S Bird is altogether of the ſame Magnitude and Shape with the 

laſt deſerib d, to which I ſuppoſe it to be the Hen. It is by the 
People who bring them from China, call'd the Padda Bird, becauſe they 
are fed with that Grain; Paada being the Name by which Rice is call d, 
while the Grain continues in the Husks ; ſo that I think the Rice Bird 
not a very improper Name. They are ſaid very much to annoy the 
Plantations of Rice ; but tho' I have given it this Name, yet I muſt take 
notice theſe Birds are of that Tribe or Family of. ſmall Birds we in Eng- 
land call Finches, tho' their Bills are larger in Proportion than any of 
that Genus we have with us. I not having Opportunity of ſeeing this 
Bird alive, the Deſcription may be leſs perfect than the other. It was 
preſerv'd in Spirits at Sir Hans Sloane s. | 

The Bill is of a Fleſh-colour, it hath alſo the Eyelids or Skin inn 
the Eye of a Fleſh- colour; the Head is wholly Black, wanting the white 
Spots in the Cheeks, which is the principal Difference between this and 
the laſt deſcribd Bird; the Neck, Back, Breaſt, and Wings, are of an 
Aſh-colour, not ſo bright as in the former, the Belly gradually changing 
into a faint dirtyiſh Blofſom-colour, the Quills ſomething darker than the 
Covert-feathers of the Wings ; on the Ridge of the Wing next the Breaſt, 
is a white Spot; the lower Belly, and Coverts under the Tail, are White, 
the Tail is Black, the Legs and Feet of a Fleſh-colour ; the Edges of the 
Feathers, as in the other, intermix ſo equally, as to appear more like fine 
Hair than Feathers. 

Some People uſing the India Trade, who have ſeen theſe Birds, call 
them Java Sparrows, and others, Indian SPArrows, and affirm they are 
found in Java; it ſo, it is like they are found in moſt of the Countries 
to which our India Company trade; but I rather believe the Trade be- 
tween China and Java, may have made them as Plenty as Cage-Birds in 

ava, from which ſome may have ſuppoſed them Natives of that Country. 
I have obſerv'd Figures of theſe Bitds very frequently in Chineſe Pictures, 
which is a pretty convincing Argument they are Natives of China, 
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The CHINESE SPARROWS. 


HESE Birds are figur'd of their Natural Bigneſs ; they are of the Finch-kind, 

tho' they have Bills of a larger Size; the Bills in both are very large, juſt of the 
ſame Shape and Bigneſs, of a light bluiſh Aſh-colour ; the Head, in the firſt Bird, 
which I ſuppoſe to be the Cock, is Black; in the fore Part of the Neck, the Black 
reaches down to the Breaſt; the Eye is of a darł Colour; the whole Body, Wings, 
and Tail, are of an equal Red-brown or dark Cinnamon- colour; the Legs and Feet of 
an Aſh-colour. | 


'F H E ſecond Bird, which I —_ to be the Hen, hath a dark-<colour'd Eye; the | 
ye, the under- ſide of the Neck, Breaſt, Belly, and 


Sides of the Head, round the 
Covert- feathers under the Tail, are of a dirty White, a little inclining to a faded 
Blofſom-colour ; the Top of the Head, hinder Part of the Neck, Back, and Wings, 
are of a dirty browniſh Aſh-colour ; the upper Covert-feathers of the Tail, White; 
the Tail and greater Quill-feathers, are of a Black or Dusky-colour ; the Legs and 
Feet are of a Fleſh-colour. 


I drew theſe Birds at a Bird-Merchant's in I hite- Hart Tard in the Strand, who 
call'd them Indian Sparrows. They were in a Cage together, and ſeem'd to agree like 
Cock and Hen. Though Albin has figur'd this with a black Head, and a Bird different 
to what I have here placed with it, which he ſays is the Hen; I ſhould not have re- 
peated A/bin's Bird, had not this I call the Hen, been a Bird not yet deſcrib'd. Alhirrs 
Cock differs from mine, in that it hath a broad black Stroke drawn from the Breaſt 
downward, through the whole Length of the Belly, which I could not diſcover ; 
though TI have, ſince I made this Draught, had one of theſe Birds myſelf, and examin'd 
it narrowly to find this Mark, but found the Belly wholly of the red Ruffet-colour. 
J have been told theſe Birds are brought from China. I have given it Mr. Albin's 
Name, which I think not improper ; beſides, a multiplicity of Names for the fame 
Thing, cauſes much Confuſion in Natural Hiſtory. See Albin's Figure in Vol. 2. 
Plate 53. of his Hiſtory of Birds. 
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The YELLOW-HEADED LINNET. 


HIS Bird being of Kin to Linnets or Canary-Birds, I chooſe to 
call it by this Name : I have heard them call'd Mexican Spar- 
rows ; but I think it more ↄf the Linnet-kind; the Bill is moderately 
big, like the Bills of moſt of our hard-bill'd Birds who crack Seeds, of 
a whitiſh or pale Fleſh-colour ; the Eye is of a Hazel-colour ; the Head 
and Throat are of a yellow Colour; from behind the Eyes, down the 
Sides of the Neck, are drawn brown Marks, growing wider towards their 
lower Parts, and falling into the Back; the hinder Part of the Head, 
upper Side of the Neck, Back, Wings, and Tail, arevof a dirty Brown- 
colour, ſpotted on the Neck and Back with dirty Spots, drawn down- 
ward ; the greater or outer Quills, and the Feathers of the Tail darker 
than the Back, and upper Part of the Wings; the Breaſt, Belly, Thighs, 
and Covert-feathers under the Tail, are of a light Clay-colour, the Breaſt 
and Belly ſpotted, with dark brown Spots, drawn downward, which 
Spots begin on the lower Part of the Yellow on the Throat; the Legs 
and Feet are Brown, or of a dirty Fleſh-colour. 
I drew this Bird at Sir Charles Wagers Houſe at Parſons Green. The 
Print ſhews the Bird of its natural Bignels. 
A Cage of theſe Birds was found on board a Spaniſh Prize, taken by 
an Engliſh Ship in the Weſt Indies; they are Natives of Mexico, the Ship 
in which they were found being bound from Vera Cruz to Old Spain. 
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The GREAT ER INDIAN CRANE. 


£ Ha S is a very large and ſtately Bird, I believe bigger than the 
common Crane, and hath a longer Bill in Proportion; it walks 
with a very grave and ſolemn Air; its Height, as it ſtands or walks, 
without extending the Neck greatly, is about five Feet. Mr. Willugbby 
has deſcribd an Indian Crane which ſeems to be much leſs than this, 
and a quite different Bird; fo I thought the Greater Indian Crane might 
be a Name proper enough tor this Bird ; it fed on Barley and other Grain, 
but by reaſon of the Length and Sharpneſs of the Bill, it could not 
gather the Grain into its Mouth without jerking back its Head pretty 
quick, and catching the Grain into its Mouth after it had taken it in the 
Point of its Bill ; the Bill is long and pretty thick toward the Head, 
ending in a ſharp Point, of a greenith Yellow-colour, dusky at the 
Tip, having on each Side an oblong Noſtril pretty near the Middle, 
tho nearer the Head than the Point; the Eyes are of a bright hazel or 
rediſh Colour; the Head, and a ſmall Part of the Neck, are cover'd 
with a bare Skin, of a fine red Colour; about the Baſe of the Bill, under 
the Chin, and all round the beginning of the Neck, or hinder Part of 
the Head, it is thin ſet with fine black hair-like Feathers, a ſmall Space 
of the Neck remaining quite bare below it; the Crown of the Head, 
and two Spots by the Ears are White, and bare of Feathers; the Neck 
is very long, coverd in the upper Part with white Feathers, which 
gradually become Ath-colour towards its Bottom; the Neck feathers 
are not ſo long and looſe as in Herous; the whole Pody, Wings and Tail, 
except the greater or outer Quills of the Wings, are A{h-colour, ſome- 
thing lighter on the Breaſt than on the Back and Wings; the Quills are 
Black, and extend themſelves, when the Wings are cloſed, of almoit 
equal Length with the Tail; the Legs are very long and bare of Feathers 
for a good Space above the Knees; it hath three Toes ſtanding forward, 
of a moderate Length, and a ſmall back Toe; both Legs and Feet are 
of a red Colour like thoſe of Pigeons, the Claws black. 

This Bird I drew from the Lite at Sir Charles Wager's, who afterwards 


preſented it to Dr. Mead. It was brought from the Eaft Indies.

The CooT-FooTED TRINGA. 


"TD" HIS Bird is here figur'd of the natural Bigneſs; it is for Shape, 

Size, and general Colouring, like the Leſſer Tringa, or the Stint, 
deſcrib'd in Willugbby, the chief Difference being in the Feet, which 
are border'd with ſcollop'd Fins, as in the Bald Coot; the Bill is long, 
pretty ſlender, and of a black Colour, a little bowed downward at the 
Point of the upper Mandible; the Eyes are placed pretty far from the 
Bill, as they are in moſt of this Kind; the Crown of the Head is Black; 
the Sides of the Head, all round the Eyes, round the Baſe of the Bill 
and Chin, are White; the whole Neck is of a faint Aſh-colour, a very 
little inclining to Blofſom-colour ; the Breaſt, Belly, Thighs, and Covert- 
feathers under the Tail are White; the lower Part of the Neck behind, 
the whole Back, Wings, and Tail, are of a dark dirty Brown-colour, 
tho' the very Borders of the Feathers are fringed with a lighter Colour ; 
the greater or outer Quills are almoſt black, having white Shefts or Stems, 
the middle Quills have white Tips and Borders pretty narrow, the inner 
or thoſe next the Back, of the ſame Colour with it; the Covert-feathers 
next above the Quills, are tip'd with White pretty deep, which form a 
broad white Bar acroſs the Wing, the under Side of the Tail is Aſh- 
colour ; the Legs are of a middling Length, bare above the Knees for a 
good Space; it hath four Toes ſtanding after the uſual Manner, the three 
forward Toes have ſcollop'd Fins on each Side, according to the num- 
ber of Joints in each Toe, the Indentures falling in upon every Joint, ſo 
that the Fins are not diſturbed or ruffled by the bending of the Joints, 
the back Toe is ſmall ; both Legs and Feet are of a Lead-colour; it hath 
black Claws. I look on this Bird's Feet to be very ſingular, no Bird of 
the Snipe or Tringa-kind having any thing like them. 

It was given me by Mr. Alexander Light, a curious Perſon, now re- 
ſiding in Hudſon's Bay, whither he was ſent by the Hudſon s Bay Com- 
pany. He told me it came on board a Ship failing on the Coaſt of 
Maryland, a good Diſtance from Shore, in an Off-land Wind. 
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The BLACK-BREASTED INDIAN PLOVER. 


HIS Bird is ſomething bigger than the Lapwing, it agrees pretty. 
near in Size with our Enghſh Grey and Green Plovers, being 
ſhap'd like them, except in its Legs, which are a pretty deal longer ; it 
is here drawn of its natural Bigneſs ; its Bill is of a middling Length, of 
a pretty equal Thickneſs, black of Colour, ending in a Point, the 
Middle of the Bill is not quite ſo thick as it is at its Baſis and near the 
Point; it hath on each Side an oblong Noſtril; the Crown of the Head 
is Black with a green Gloſs, theſe black Feathers reach an Inch beyond 
the Head behind, and form a Creſt; the Cheeks, hinder Part of the 
Head, and two broad Lines down on each Side the Neck are White; 
between the black Crown and the White in the Sides of the Head, are 
placed the Eyes; the lower Part of the Neck behind, the whole Back 
and Covert-feathers of the Wings, are of a brown Colour ; the Tips of 
the Rows of Coverts next above the Quills are White, the greater Quills 
Black, the leſſer next the Back, Brown; the Ridge of the Wing, from 
the Bend downward, hath black and white Feathers intermixed ; from the 
Bill downward, on the Throat, and beginning of the Breaſt, is drawn a 
black Mark, which falls into the Black on the Breaſt; the Breaſt and 
part of the Belly are Black, having a fine purple Gloſs on the Breaſt; the 
Thighs, lower Belly, and Covert-teathers under the Tail are White; 
the Feathers of the Tail are of equal Length, White at their Bottoms, 
and Black acroſs the End, for the breadth of an Inch and a half; the 
Legs are longer than common in this kind of Birds ; it hath only three 
Toes of moderate Length all ſtanding forward; the Legs are bare of 
Feathers a little way above the Knees ; both Legs, Feet and Claws, are 
of a dirty dark Brown, inclining to Black. 
drew this from a Bird lent me by Mr. Peter Colinſon, which was 
ſent in Spirits with other Birds from Gamron in Perſia, I wrote it from 
Bengal on the Plate, through a Miſtake. | 
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The SPUR-WINGED WATER HE N. 


HIS Bird is of the Vater Hen-kind; Willughby has deſcrib'd ſomething like 
it as to Shape, but of other Colours; the Print ſhews the Bird of its natural 
Bigneſs; the Bill is near an Inch and a half long, of a yellow Colour, the Noſtrils 
ſituate on each Side about the middle of the Bill; it hath at the Baſis of the upper 
Mandible a bald Skin, as in other Mater Hens, but different, in that it is a looſe Flap, 
ſcollop'd with three Scollops on the Top, join'd to the Head at the Bottom, of a 
yellowiſh Colour; I ſuppoſe it was Red when the Bird was living, ſince that Part is 
deſcrib'd to be ſo in the Birds Margrave ſaw in Braſil; the Crown of the Head is 
Brown, intermixed with ſome dusky Spots; from the Corners of the Mouth, through 
the Eyes, to the hind Part of the Neck on each Side, is drawn a black Line, above 
the Eyes are white Lines; the under Side of the Head, Neck, Breaſt, Belly, Thighs, 
and under Coverts of the Tail are White, -on the Sides of the Belly and Thighs, are 
ſprinkled a few red Marks; the hinder Part of the Neck is Black, which by degrees 
becomes Brown in the beginning of the Back, the lower Part of the Back, Rump, and 
upper Side of the Tail, are of a purpliſh inclining to a red Roſe-colour ; the Feathers 
about the Shoulders, or ſetting on of the Wings, are of a light Brown, the Quills of 
the Wings are of a fine Green- colour tip'd with Black, except a few of the ſmaller next 
the Back, which are Brown; the firſt Coverts above the Quills are Black, next above 
is a Row of Brown, the reſt of the Coverts are of a Roſe or purpliſh Colour; the 
Covert-feathers within-ſide the Wings, are of a rediſh Brown ; what is moſt extraor- 
dinary in this Bird, is a Pair of ſtrong, thick, ſhort, yellow Spurs on the Joints of the 
Wings turning inward, ſo that they point toward cach other; the Legs are very long, 
and bare of Feathers above the Knees; the middle Toe for Length, equals the Leg, 
the ſide Toes a little ſhorter, the back Toe is pretty long, having a Claw or Nail 
ſtraight like a Needle, and longer than the Toe, which together equal the Length 
of the Leg, the back Toe is only one Joint, the inner two, the middle three, and the 
outer Toe four. I have been the more particular in deſcribing the Joints of the Toes in 
this Bird, becauſe this Kind is ſaid in the Deſcriptions I find in // z//ughby to have four 
Joints in each Toe; the three forward Toes have long ſlender Claws, pretty ſtraight; 
both Legs, Feet and Claws of a Lead or bluiſh Aſh-colour. 
This Bird had been preferv'd a good while in Spirits by Sir Hans Sdioaue, who lent it 
me that I might make a Drawing of it: I was told it was brought from Carthagona in 
South America. | 
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HIS Bird is about the Bigneſs of a common tame Gooſe, and is ſuppos'd when 
it cometh to Land to walk in this ere& Poſture, by reaſon of the backward Si- 
tuation of the Legs. Voyagers who have ſeeffthis Bird, report it to walk ere&; the 
Bill is not very long nor depreſs'd like a Gooſe's, but rather compreſs'd fide-ways ; the 
Corners of the Mouth are pretty deep and reach almoſt under the Eyes; in the upper 
Mandible on each Side, is a Cleft or Groove, the Feathers of the Head pointing on each 
Side of the Bill, and cover the Noſtrils; the Bill is of a red Colour; the fore part of the 
Head, all round the Bill, and as far as the Eyes, is of a dirty Brown; the back Part of 
the Head, upper Part of the Neck and Back are of a dark dirty purpliſh Colour, 
cover'd with very ſmall ſtiff Feathers, not eaſily ruffled or 'diforder'd, appearing more 
like the Scales of Serpents than Feathers ; the under Side of the Neck, Breaſt, Belly, 
and Sides under the Wings are white, compos'd of Feathers more agreeing with the 
common Make and Appearance of Feathers, yet lying pretty cloſe and firm; the Wings 
are ſmall and flat, like little Boards or Paddles, of a brown Colour; both above and 
beneath, they are cover'd with Feathers ſo ſtiff and ſmall, that a ſlight Obſerver might 
take them for Shagreen, that Part which anſwers the Tips of the Quills in other Wings, 
is white; it hath no appearance of a Tail, except a few ſhort black Briſtles on the Rump; 
the Legs are ſhort ; it hath three Toes ſtanding forward, and webed together as in Geeſe, 
the inner of theſe Toes having a Fin or lateral Membrane within-fide ; a very ſmall 
fourth Toe looſe from the other, three, ſtanding forward and within the innermoſt of the 
other three, contrary to any thing in the Feet of Birds I have yet ſeen ; the Legs and 
Feet are of a dirty red Colour, armed. with pretty long ſharp brown Claws; the hind 
Part of the Legs and Bottoms of the Feet, are Black. N 
This Bird was lent me by Mr: Peter Colinſon he could not tell from whence it came. 
T find them mention'd chiefly by Voyagers to the Straights of Magellan, and the Cape 
, God Hope. 5 5 
In Sir Tho. Noc's Voyage to Nadia, I find this Account : © On*the Ile of Penguin 
« isa fort of Fowl of that Name, that goes upright; his Wings without Feathers, 
hanging down like Sleeves, faced with White, they do not fly, but only walk in 
e Parcels, Keeping regularly their own Quarters.” Churchill's Collect. of Voyages, Vol. 1. 
767. 
a 1 he above- mention'd Penguin Ile is near the Cape of Good Hope. I have examin'd 
ſome of the Voyages to the Straights of Magellan, and find very little Account of the. 
Penguins there, more than that they go upright, and burrow under the Shores: So 
that I cannot determine the above- deſerib'd to be a Native of any certain Part of the 
World. Had theſe Voyagers given ſlight Deſcriptions of the Things they mention, 
we might fxom thence probably have fixed its native Place. 
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The SPOTTED GREENLAND Dove. 


HIS Bird is here figur'd of its natural Bigneſs, by comparing it with the Green- 

land Dove of Willughby, J find it agrees exactly in Shape and Size with that, 
the Bill and Legs being the very ſame as to Make, tho different in Colour, therefore I 
believe it to be a young Bird, before it has molted its firſt Feathers, the old ones being 
Black, So. a large white Spot in each Wing, and the Legs and Feet of a fine Red. 
The flying Bird, in this Plate, ſhews the Black Greenland Dove, at a Diſtance, by way 
of comparing it with this; the Bill is pretty long, of a dark or black Colour, a little 
bowed or hooked toward the Point; the whole under- ſide, from Bill to Tail, is white, 
having very faint tranſverſe Bars of Aſh-colour ; the Top of the Head, upper Side of the 
Neck, Back and Tail, are of a dusky Black, with tranſverſe Bars of a deep Black, 
the Quills are wholly Black, the Coverts above them tip'd_ with White; then ſucceeds 
a Row of Black, the leſſer Coyerts form a large Spot of White in the upper Part of 
the Wing, ſprinkled with Black, the Ridge and upper Part of the Wing is border'd 
round with Black, the Legs and Feet are of a dirty Fleſh-colour ; it hath three Toes 
only, all ſtanding forward, armed with ſmall Claws, and webed together; it hath alſo 
Fins bordering on the inſides of the inner Toes. Albin has figur'd a Bird in his Second 
Vol. 2 73. which he calls the Cock Greenland Dove, and another in Vol. 1. p. 81. 
which he calls the Hen; I believe he may have met with ſomething like this Hen, there 
being ſuch a ſort of Bird, but not the Hen of the Greenland Dove. Now I ſuppoſe 
he wanting a Cock to his Hen, and ſeeing in //7/ughby the Colours were few and 
ſimple, thought he might eaſily make it out without ſeeing the Bird; ſo he made a 
Plate for the Cock, which is only the direct reverſe of his Hen, and has colour'd it by 
Willoughby's Deſcription, and having never ſeen the Cock, he ſuppoſed it to have a Bill 
like that he calls the Hen; whereas the Greenland Dove is a bigger Bird, and hath a 
pretty long ſlender Bill, more than double the Length of his in Proportion. I thought 
it not amiſs to rectify this Miſtake in Mr. Albin's Works. 

I had this Bird of Sir Haus Sloane, who kept it ſome time alive: It was preſented to 
him by Captain Craycott, who brought it directly from Greenland. 

If it be true, that this Bird changes White in Winter, as Willughby's Deſcription 
mentions, this might perhaps be taken in the Time it was changing from Black to White, 
or from White to Black. See this Bird in Millugbiꝭy, P. 326. Tab. 78. tho' to me 
there ſeems no good Proof of its changing from one Colour to another. 
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The GREENLAND BUCK. 


"THIS Deer, in compariſon with ours in England, is very thick 
and clumſy, being tor Proportion of its Parts more like a well 
grown Calf than a Deer; from the Ground to the top of the Shoulders, 
it is about three Feet high Eugliſb meaſure; it hath a much ſhorter Neck, 
and thicker Legs than is common in the Deer-kind ; in Summer-time it is 
cover'd with ſmooth ſhort Hair of a Mouſe- colour, againſt Winter there 
ſprings from beneath this a ſecond Coat of long rough white Hair, tho' 
it is a little Brown on the Back, and the lower Part of the Face ; this 
long Hair gives it a thick clumſey Appearance; in the Spring again this 
rough winter Clothing is, as it were, thruſt off by the ſucceeding Sum- 
mer's Coat, which is ſmooth and ſhort, and fo it continues to change its 
Coverings; what is moſt remarkable in this Kind is the Noſe, which is 
wholly cover'd with Hair in that Part, which in other Deer is bare Skin 
and moiſt: I ſuppoſe had it been naked, it muſt neceſfarily have froze in 
thoſe cold Countries, ſo Nature has given it this Covering to defend it ; 
the Eyes are pretty large, ſtanding a little out of the Head ; both Male 
and Female have Horns which is not common ; its Hoots are not point- 
ed, they part pretty much in the Cleft, and are broad at the Bottom, in 
order, I ſuppoſe, to keep them from ſinking too far into the Snow ; it 
hath two ſmall Hoofs or Claws behind the greater on each Foot, placed 
pretty high ; the Hoofs are of a dark Horn-colour ; the Horns in this 
were not perfect, it being young; they were cover'd with a Pluſh-like 
Skin, of a brown Colour, and ſhap'd as in the Figure. 

I faw a Head of perfect Horns brought over with theſe Deer, which 
had two large palmed Branches over the Eyes, conveniently» placed as 
Shovels, to remove the Snow from the Graſs; a little above theſe were 
two other Palms, but leſs, ſtanding outward ; above thele each Horn 
ſpread itſelf into five round Branches not at all palmed. A Male and 
Female of theſe Deer were preſented to Sir Hans Sloane, Anno 1738, 
by Captain Craycott, who brought them over. Sir Hans afterwards pre- 
ſented them to his Grace the Duke of Richmond, who ſent them to his 
Park in Suſſex. I hear they are ſince dead, without any Increaſe. This 
is by ſome ſuppoſed to be the Rain-Deer of the Laplanders and Ruſſians ; 
but I cannot pretend to aſſert it is, or is not. The Figure ſhews it in 
its winter Clothing, : 
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The PORCUPINE from Hudſon's Bay. 


OR Shape and Bigneſs it much reſembles a Caſtor or Beaver, or to compare it to 
Tome well known thing for Size of Body, it is equal to a Fox, tho' unlike it in 
Sha ; the Head is like a Rabit's; it hath a flat Noſe intirely cover'd with ſhort Hair; 
the Teeth before, two above and two beneath, are very ſtrong, of a yellow Colour, and 
ſeem to be made for gnawing or biting of Graſs; it hath very ſmall Ears hardly ap- 
pearing beyond the Fur; the Legs are ſhort, the Claws long, four on each Foot for- 
wards, and five on each hinder Foot, all hollowed within like Scoops; the Tail is of a 
middling Length, thicker toward the Body than at the End, the under-ſide of the Tail 
towards the End is White; it 1s clothed al over the Body with pretty ſoft Fur about 
four Inches long, tho ſhorter about the Head and near the Paws, and a little longer on 
the hinder Part of the Head; beneath the Hair on the upper Part of the Head, Body 
and Tail, it is thick ſet with very ſharp ſtiff Quills, the longeſt being hardly three * 
long, which gradually ſhortens towards the Noſe, and on the Sides towards the Bell 
the Quills cannot be ſeen through the Fur, except a little on the Rump where the Hair 
was thin; it had beſides the ſoft Fur which was all the Body over of a dark Brown or 
Sable-colour, ſome long Riff ſtraggling Hairs thinly ſet, three Inches longer than the 
under Fur, the Ends of which being of a dirty White, made the Fur appear a little 
griſled in ſome Places, the Quills are very ſharp, ſeveral of them having ſtuck faſter in 
my Fingers than in the Skin on a ſlight touch; they are bearded, and not eaſily drawn 
out when enter'd the Skin: There came over with this, a young one about the Bigneſs 
of a Rat; it had a blacker Fur than the old one, and the Quills were plainly ſeen and 
felt among the Hair. 


Theſe were brought from Hudſon's Bay, and preſented to Dr. R. M. Maſſey, and are 


Ho in Sir Hans Sloane s Collection at Chelſea. J believe this Creature has not before 


been deſcrib'd. The Qyills are white with black Points. Sce in the Plate a Quill of 
its natural Shape and Size, and the Point gf a Quill magnified. 

A Friend of mine reſiding at Hudſon's Bay, at my Requeſt has reſolyed me ſome 
Queries I tent him relating to this Creature,

Extract from his Letter, dated Albany, Auguſt 10, 1742. 
'HE Porcupine in this Country, is a Beaft which makes its Neft or Den under 
the Roots of great Trees, and ſleeps much; it feeds on the Bark of Juniper 
and other Trees, but chiefly on Juniper; in Winter it eats Snow inſtead of drinking, 
and laps Water in Summer like a Cat or Dog, but careſully avoids going into it. 
His Hair and Quills remain all Summer without alteration of Colour; but as the 
Weather grows warmer in the Spring, the Fur grows thinner, as in all Creatures in 
« this Country, But you may depend on better Information next Year, for they are 
« very plentiful on the Eaſt Main, ſeveral of my trading Iudiaus depending on them 
« for Food at ſome Seaſons of the Year.
